Worst riots 

hit Algiers 
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ALGIERS, Oct, 7, (Agen- 
cies): Police dispersed 

M uslim fundamentalists who 
gathered from morning 
prayers in the Algerian 
capital today after many peo- 
ple were killed and wounded 
in two days of protests against. 
President Chedli Benjedid’s 
austerity measures, witnesses 
said. 9 

The military yesterday banned 
all protests and public meetings 
and a state of emergency was 
imposed in Algiers and its 
suburbs. 

The rioting was the worst since 
Algeria gained independence 
from France in 1962. 

Witnesses who visited the city 
hospitals today said many people 
had been lulled and scores woun- 
ded in clashes with security for- 
ces yesterday. 

Moved 

At least two of the dead were 
killed last evening is clashes bet- 
ween youthful 'demonstrators' 
and troops backed by tanks and 
armoured cars in the El Biar 
diplomatic quarter of Algiers, 
hospital sources said. 

The two were identified by 
their mother Nabila Bouzidi as 
Rjadh Bouzidi. 14. and his 
brother Nadim Bouzidi, 23. She 
told reporters she also saw the 
corpses A>f several other- demon- 
strators in the morgue of the 
Bitraria Hospital. Another 


source saw other bodies at the 
Mustapha Hospital. 

Army tanks moved into the 
center of Algiers this morning 
from surrounding hills, ringed 
the headquarters of the ruling 
National Liberation Front 
(FLN) Party and took up posi- 
tion by the city’s main Aurassi 
Hotel. Others cordoned off El 
Biar. 

Many people were reported 
killed in the impoverished 
Chevalliy area on the southern 
outskirts of Algiers where 
Muslim fundamentalists have 
considerable support. Troops 
surrounded that neighbourhood 
last night, witnesses said. 

Regretted 

The Army, which is guarding 
trouble-spots like ministries, fac- 
tories and petrol stations, did not 
intervene and police did not open 
fire. 

The new military command 
for Algiers, created yesterday to 
put an end to serious outbreaks 
of arson and looting, said earlier 
that some rioters and security 
personnel were killed in dashes 
yesterday and early today. 

A communique issued by the 
offirial news agency APS said the 
military command regretted the 
loss of life od both sides. 

It' did not give figures but 
Algiers residents earlier reported 
many deadend wounded in the. 
dashes and an Algiers hospital 
told Reuters it had taken in some 


50 wounded youngsters since 
Tuesday evening. 

Some unofficial estimates of 
casualties speak of tens of dead 
and hundreds of wounded. The 
military command announced 
that 900 peoplebad been arrested 
in the preceding days, saying they 
were caught “red-handed in 
pillage and vandalism." 

Tension was especially high in 
the Algerian capital today 
becauseit is theMuslim holy day. 
Islamic fundamentalists 
. opposed to the secular one-party 
state have been an element m the 
protests, Algeria-watchers said. 
The government also has come 
under criticism from some Army 
officers for its recent rappro- 
chement with neighbouring 
Morocco. 

Youths tried to gather in a 
downtown square near Algiers 
University. 

Involved 

But blue-uniformed police in 
full riot gear brandishing night 
sticks patrolled the area in vans. 
The police officers, wearing 
visored helmets and armed with 
rifles, jumped out of the vans and 
pushed and shoved the youths 
any time they tried to group up, 
ordering them to disperse. 

Many ordinary Muslims not 
involved in the disturbances left 
their homes for the first time in 
jiaysand spent the morning pray- 
ing ip city mosques.

Waite may be 
released soon 
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BEIRUT, Oct 7, (AP): Two 
Beirut publications reported 
today that Anglican church 
envoy Terry Waite and two other 
British hostages are to be 
released very soon. 

One of the publications, the 
weekly magazine Ash Shiraa also 
said that American, hostages 
would be released before the US 
presidential election on Nov 8. 

The daily newspaper Al 
Anwar, based in the eastern 
Christian sector of the divided 
capital, said Waite, who has been 
missing in Lebanon for more 
than 20 months, would be 
released in 72 hours. 

Decision 

Ash Shiraa, based in West 
Beirut, said Waite and two other 
British hostages will be released 
“very soon." 

The magazine said a recent 
decision for the restoration of 
full diplomatic relations between 
Britain and Iran “provided a- 
strong impetus to efforts cur- 
rently under way for the release 
of Waite and his countrymen.” 

The magazine also quoted an 
unnamed informed security 
source as saying Monday's 
release of hostage Mithileshwar 
Singh, an Indian national and 
legal resident alien of the United 
Slates, marked “the beginning of 
the release of more American 
hostages." 

"The source said American 
hostages would be . released 
before the US presidential elec- 


Israeli drone 
shot down 

BEIRUT. Ocl 7, (Reuter): A 
Lebanese militia said it downed 
an Israeli reconnaissance drone 
in South Lebanon yesterday bin 
a UN spokesman said an Israel^- 
plane had dropped a fuel lank in 
the area. 

The Sni’ite Muslim Amal 
militia said its 3nti-aircraft guns 
shot down the remote-con- 
trolled. pilotless drone over the 
village of Bidyas, 10 km fsix 
miles) northeast of the southern 
port of Tyre.

Kuwait hopes 
to appoint 
envoy to 
Iran soon 

KUWAIT, Ocl 7, (Agencies): 
Kuwait hopes to appoint an 
ambassador to Iran soon. 
Deputy Premier and Foreign 
Minister Sheikh Sabah Al 
Ahmed said. 

"There is a Kuwaiti- Iranian 
desire to return to the good rela- 
tions which prevailed in the 
past,” the Kuwait News Agency 
(KUNA) reported him as saying 
after meeting his Iranian coun- 
terpart AH Akbar Velayati in 
New York. 

Kuwait expelled five Iranian 
diplomats last year after accus- 
ing i ran of firing missiles at its oil 
installations, mining its har- 
bours and attacking its tankers in 
the Gulf. 

- Butties have warmed since the 
Aug 20 oeasefire in the eight-year 
war between Iran and Iraq in 
which Kuwait backed Baghdad. 

Reopened 

The Kuwaiti embassy in 
Tehran, ransackeo by demon- 
strators in August 1987, had 
reopened under a charge d’af- 
faires, he told KUNA on Wed- 
nesday night. 

Sheikh Sabah appealed for 
UN contacts with Gulf countries 
on securing navigation in the 
Gulf in line with Security Coun- 
cil ceasefire Resolution 598. 

The resolution calls on the UN 
secretary-general to examine 
measures to enhance the security 
and stability of the region in con- 
sultation with Iran, Iraq and 
other Gulf states. 

Meanwhile, an Iranian 
Foreign Ministry official was 
quoted by IRNA as saying 
Kuwait’s appointment of a new 
charge d'affaires signalled a new 
turn in relations and an exchange 
of ambassadors was likely to 
follow: 

' Saudi Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud AI Faisal tokl -the Saudi 
Press Agency in New York on 
Wednesday his country did not 
want to deepen enmity toward 
Iran, but wants to maintain 
normal ties. 

Prince Saud said any 
improvement in Saudi-Iranian 
ties would be linked to parallel 
improvements in Iran's relations 
with other Gulf Arab states, and 
the achievement of lasting peace 
in the Gulf conflict. 

England 
call off 
cricket 
tour of 
India 

LONDON, Oct 7. (Reuter): 
England today finally cancelled 
their cricket tour of India in the 
wake of the ban on players with 
South African links. 

The English Test and County 
-.Cricket Board (TCCB) made the 
'announcement in a statement 
following weeks of controversy 
over the Indian demand that 
eight players, including captain 
Graham Gooch, be left out of the 
squad. 

“All final attempts to enable 
the tour to India lo take place 
have been to no avail so the tour 
is therefore called off,” the 
TCCB said in a statement read 
out by chief executive Alan 
Smith. 

Ineligible 

“The TCCB is disappointed 
that members of its team, selec- 
ted entirely in accordance with 
•unanimously agreed Inter- 
national Cricket Conference 
(ICC) rules, should find them- 
selves ineligible for visas to enter 
India.” 

Smith said the TCCB would 
attempt lo arrange an alternative 
tour, “though it is accepted that 
with the congested programme 
already arranged this may not be 
easy.” 

The tour was effectively 
doomed last month when the 
; Indian government said it would 
not issue visas to the eight players 
who had previously played or 
coached in South Africa. 

Smith said the England 
players would remain under con- 
tract and would be paid a sub- 
stantial portion of their fees. 

The TCCB would consider 
asking India for compensation, 
he said. 

It is 20 years since England last 
called oft a tour because of

Refugee camps under curfew 

4 shot dead, 27 hurt 
in Nablus clashes 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
Oct 7, (Reuter): Israeli soldiers 
shot dead four Palestinians and 
wounded 27in theoccupied West 
Bank town Of Nablus today in 
clashes which flared after iroops 
killed an Arab the previous 
night, Palestinian and hospital 
sources said. 

The Army confirmed two dead 
and 14 injured in Nablus today 
and said it was checking reports 
of other casualties. 

• The Amy clamped curfews on 
Nablus, where soldiers and 
Palestinians have clashed every 
day this week. The nearby Balata 
and Askar refugee camps were 
also under curfew today. 

The victims included Ahmed 
Muhammed El Mashharawi, 17, 
who died of bullet wounds, sour- 
ces at Utihad Hospital in Nablus 
said. 

Twenty-seven wounded Pales- 
tinians, most of them shot, were 
admitted to Injili Hospital in 
Nablus today, hospital sources 
said. 

Injured 

Military sources said one sol- 
dier was injured by a stone. 

Palestinians said. Samir 
Bahloul, 24, died instantly from 
bullet wounds in the head and 
chest when soldiers fired on 
stone-throwing demonstrators 
early this morning. Three Arabs 
were injured. 

The clash erupted after a fun- 
eral procession for a 27-year-old 
Nablus man shot dead by troops 
yesterday. Soldiers did not 
intervene in the march but 
opened fire to disperse protesters 
following the man's burial. 

The sources said Bahloul was 
killed outside his house near the 
Salah e-Din Mosque and may 
not have been involved in the 
protest. 

The demonstrations spread to 
other areas of the city, and sol- 
diers later shot dead Jama) Ali 
Najar and Ali Al Sayikh, hosp- 
ital and security sources said. 


Palestinians reported that a large 
crowd marched Najar's body to 
Nablus's eastern cemetery for 
immediate burial. 

Palestinians said troops woun- 
ded 18 Arabs with live ammuni- 
tion. but Israeli sources put the 
figure at nine. One teenager with 
serious head wounds was rushed 
lo east Jerusalem’s Mokassed 
Hospital, a hospital offirial said. 

Near the village of Burqa. 
north of Nablus, a West Bank 
Arab believed to be collaborat- 
ing with Israel was found stabbed 
to death in a cave. 

He would be the third suspec- 
ted collaborator killed in less 
than 48 hours. Underground 
leaders of a 10-month -old upris- 
ing in the occupied territories 
have urged Arab residents to 
attack collaborators. 

Friday s deaths raise to at least 
297lhe number of Arabs lo have 
died in the revolt. Six Jews have 
also died. 

In the Gaza Strip, Palestinians 
closed their shops for the second 
consecutive day, observing a 
strike call by Islamic Jihad, 
Palestinians said. 

Resist 

Meanwhile Foreign Ministry 
officials said that Israel will resist 
moves by UN relief agencies to 
increase their rolein theoccupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

An official said the United 
Nations Relief and Works 
Agency (UNRWA), which helps 
820.000 Palestinian refugees in 
the territories, had requested 
permission to extend its services 
to all 1 .5 million residents there. 

The official said Israel suppor- 
ted humanitarian aid by the relief 
agency but there were some signs 
that UN organisations active in 
the territories were trying to 
enlarge their spheres of activity 
and Israel was against this. 

"We basically support any 
humanitarian initiative but we 
insist that any such initiative be 
co-ordinated with us. 


UNITED NATIONS. Oct 7. 
(AP): Sources said (hut Iran has 
agreed lo stop searching neutral 
shipping in the Gulf for war 
cargo, and Iraq will agree to post- 
pone discussion of the Shun Al 
Arab waterway in order to 
unfreeze Gulf war peace talks. 

The arrangement would break 
a stalemate that has blocked 
progress since the talks began on 
Aug 25 in Geneva, said UN sour- 
ces and others close to the Iraqi 
mission, speaking on condition 
of anonymity. 

Secretary -General Javier 
Perez de t Cuellar proposed the 
compromise in a series of direct 
and indirect peace talks with the 
foreign ministers of I ran and Iraq 
at the United Nations. 

Agreed 

Linder the proposal. Iran 
would cease stopping neutral 
vessels in international waters of 
the Gulf and Strait of Hormuz to 
seize war cargo, and I raq agreed 
it will wait lo'discuss its rights to 
use the Shall Al Arab water until 
taler in the negotiations. 

Both parfies will instead 
proceed to arrange a withdrawal 
of their forces to the internation- 
ally recognised border, and will 
discuss the repatriation of 
prisoners of war, the sources 
said. 

The compromise will not be 
announced until after the peace 
talks resume in Geneva later this 
month because the Iraqis want lo 
wait several weeks to see if 
Tehran honours the agreement, 
said the sources. 

The Shall Al Arab is Iraq's 
only waterway to the Gulf. Iran 
has a long Gulf coastline with 
various ports. 

The issue of whether both 
nations share rights to the water- 
way under a' 1975 treaty or 
whether Iraq has sovereignly 
over the entire passage and both 
its banks will be taken up later in 
the peace talks, when the parties 
discuss longstanding issues as 


part of a peace treaty, said the 
sources. 

Baghdad also had said Iran’s 
practice of searching ships for 
iruq-hound war cargo, a right 
that nations at war are generally 
recognised to have, violated a 
‘UN Security Council resolution 
calling lor the parlies lo “discon- 
tinue all military activities on 
land, at sea and in the air.” 
Search • 

Iran had insisted it had the 
rich ( to search for war cargo. 

Both nations have abided by a 
ceasefire since Aug 20. 

Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayati. reporting 
modest progress in peace talks 
here with Iraq, said yesterday 
that he was ready to continue (he 
negotiations al the behest of the 
UN secretary -general. 

At a news conference, he said: 
"I cannot go into details, but I 
can tell you that the situation 
now> is better than (it was at) the 
beginning.” 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Tareq 
Aziz said before leaving for 
Baghdad on Tuesday i hut discus- 
sions should resume in Geneva, 
where they began on Aug 25. 

Velayati said that although 
Iraq had said it would be unwill- 
ing to hold substantive talks in 
New York there was substantive 
discussion “and modest progress 
has been made." 

Raised 

Iraq yesterday accused Iran of 
several violations of the UN- 
sponsored ceasefire. 

Iraqi Ambassador to the UN 
Ismat Katiani said Iran had 
engaged in various engineering 
operations to fortify strongholds 
and had raised an Iranian flag 
near an Iraqi forward position 
during the period Sept 28-30. 

The charges were made in a 
letter to Perez de Cuellar dated 
Oct 5 and made public yesterday. 
Iran also accused Iraq of dozens 
of violations of truce. 


Zia supporters form 
election alliance 


ISLAMABAD, Oct 7. (Reuter): 
Supporters of the late President 
Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq have 
banded together to fight Benazir 
Bhutto's Pakistan People's Party 
in elections next month. 

An announcement by leaders 
of eight mainly right-wing and 
religious parties last night said 
the alliance would put up joint 
candidates on Nov 1 6. 

The elections are the first to be 
contested by political parties, 
since Zia seized power in 1977. 
Influence 

The programme of the 
“Islamic Democratic Alliance’’ 
(IDA) included making Islamic 
Iaw5supremein Pakistan and full 
support for the "holy war” of 
Muslim rebels in neighbouring 
Afghanistan. 

Political analysts said the 
alliance is dominated by the Pak- 
istan Muslim League headed by 
federal and provincial ministers 
appointed by the late military 
ruler. The other seven parties 


have little national influence 
individually, they said. 

The alliance was formed at a 
meeting called by former Sind 
province Chief Minister Ghulam 
Mustafa Jatoi. a Bhutto ally who 
broke with the 35-year-old Peo- 
ple's Party leader two years ago. 

In 1970 the People’s Party 
under Benazir’s father. Zulfikar 
Ali Bhutto, won 59 per cenl of 
National Assembly seats with 
only 39 per cent of the popular 
vote 

Pc’itical pundits say Zia’s 
death in a plane crash on Aug 1 7 
has made the People's Party a 
favourite to become al least "the 
biggest party in the assembly. 

The party in turn dominates 
the Movement for the Restora- 
tion of Democracy, a nine-party 
ynli-Zia alliance. 

Three other parlies, including 
the Pakistan Muslim League 
(Junejo) headed by former Prime 
Minister Mohammad Khan Jun- 
ejo. are also widely reported lo be 
planning an electoral pact.

Bui Tarcpi turned on his tamer 
and clawed his arm. 

‘Jerry's brother and father 
entered the ring and threw a 
chair at the lion.” Eileen 
Miller, an organiser al the 
visiting circus Monte Carlo, 
said yesterday. 

According to Miller. Jerry con- 
tinued the performance after 
Tarzan was removed from the 
ring. The tamer later went to 
hospital to have his scratches 
bandaged. 


Lebanese political crisis continues 

Muslims reject UN-supervised poll 


BEIRUT. Oct 7, (Reuter): 
Muslim leaders rejected today a 
French proposal that the United 
Nations should supervise a 
presidential election in Lebanon 
to resolve the country's political 
crisis, officials said. 

French Ambassador Paul 
Blanc met Sunni Muslim acting 
Prime Minister Selim Al Hoss 
and Shi’ite House Speaker Hus- 
sein Husseini to discuss the sug- 
gestion. 

J Some Christian leaders have 
welcomed the proposal, but AJ 
Hoss told reporters that it was 
not necessary to deploy UN 
iroops to ensure the election of a 
head of state. 

"The reasons behind the 
failure to hold a presidential elec- 
tion have not been related to 
security issues so far, but lo the 
lack of consensus on the 
President's identity and his 
political line.” Al Hoss said. 

“If there was an agreement on 
the next President, the issues of 
the venue (for an election) and 


security measures around it 
would become secondary or not 
open to discussion." 

Diplomatic sources said 
French Foreign Minister Roland 
Dumas suggested to the other 
permanent members of the UN 
Security Council — Britain. 
China, the Soviet Union and the 
United Slates — that UN iroops 
should safeguard an election. 

Lebanon' was left with rival 
governments claiming legiti- 
macy after Christian deputies 
boycotted Lwo parliamentary 
sessions lo prevent Iheeleclion of 
pro-Syrian presidential can- 
didates. 

The French suggestion was 
one of several ideas discussed by 
the five permanent members lo 
end the crisis, which has promp- 
ted fears of partition and fresh 
violence in Lebanon’s 13-year 
civil war. 

“Initiative is a strong w-ord. 
Let's say these arc ideas in the air 
which may touch the ground 
sometimes. These ideas are 


interesting enough to be 
debated.” ' Blanc told reporters 
after he met Husseini. 

US envoy Richard Murphy, 
who negotiated a US-Syrian pact 
to back parliamentary Deputy 
Mikhael Daher for the 
presidency, told the leftist As 
Safir newspaper yesterday that 
Washington was still committed 
to the agreement. 

Syria will not allow Lebanon 
to be partitioned. Syrian news- 
papers today quoted Vice- 
President Zuheir Masharqa as 
saying. 

“Lebanon will remain a united 
Arab country and no force could 
undermine its unity. This mailer 
is linked with the Arab national 
security and with Syrian national 
security.” Masharaq told a .-ally 
in Damascus yesterday to 
celebrate the 1 5th anniversary of 
the October war against Israel.

Troops fire tear gas.to disperse students 


63 hurt in Sri Lankan protests 


COLOMBO. Oct 7, (UPI): 
Police and troops in the southern 
town of Ma tara fired tear gas and 
launched baton-charges today to 
disperse thousands of sludenl 
protesters, at lecpv 63 of whom 
were injured, security sources 
said. 

Seven people not involved in 
ihe protests were also hurt, the 
sources said. 

Students staged two separate 
demonstrations in the town. BO 
miles (130 km) southwest of 
Colombo, the first occurring 
outside the adjacent Rahula 
college for boys and the SujaLha 
college for girls. 

The security sources said the 
protest was sparked by an assault 
on a student by police for refus- 
ing their orders to remove anti- 
govemmeni poster from a wall. 

About 8.000 undergraduates 
of the two schools poured into 
the streets on hearing of the 


assault and began shouijng 
slogans condemning the police, 
the sources said. 

Police and Army troops were 
deployed and stage a baton- 
charge after Lhe crowd refused to 
disperse. The charge prompted a 
stampede by fleeing protesters, 
the sources said. 

At least 63 people were 
injured, most of them in the 
stampede, the sources said. One 
female student was transferred to 
Colombo General Hospital in 
serious condition. 

In the other protest hundreds 
of . undergraduates, including 
some 200 student Buddhist 
monks, rallied for a third day 
outside the Ruhuna University, 
calling for the resignation of 
President Junius Jayewardene 
for signing a July 1987 Indo-Sri 
Lankan accord aimed at ending 
the island's civil war. 

The students hurled rocks at 


passing vehicles and seven bus 
passengers were injured, the 
sources said. Police and troops 
dispersed the crowd with tear gas 
and baton-charges, they said. 

Meanwhile, election depart-

M U N ICH. Oct 7. ( Reuter): With 
pomp befitting a king, mourners 
pay final tribute today to Franz 
Josef Strauss, the charismatic 
right-wing Premier of Bavaria 
and a founding father of postwar 
West Germany. 

President Richard Von Weiz- 
saecker and Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl, his coalition government 
for the first time free oftStrauss's 
political grip, will give eulogies 


during an elaborate memorial 
service (begins 1200 GMT) in 
Munich's Residenz, the former 
home or Bavarian monarchs. 

The archbishop of Munich 
will lead a requiem mass in the 
cathedral. Strauss's body will 
then be driven through the streets 
of the city. He will be buried in 
private tomorrow in the village 
of Roll Am Inn, next to his wife 
who died in a car crash ia 1 984. 


Present at today's ceremonies 
will be South African President 
P.W. Botha, making a rare visit 
to Europe as a sign of respect for 
one of the few world leaders who 
gave unwavering support to the 
Pretoria govern men t . 


A police spokesman said 1 ,000 
officers were being deployed, 
partly for fear of demonstrations 
against Botha.

Ethnic unrest in Yugoslavia 


Serbian province 
politburo resigns 


BELGRADE, Oct 7, (AP): The 
worst ethnic and economic 
unrest in three months has forced 
Lhe mass resignation of top com- 
munist leaders in a Serbian 
province, boosting Serbia’s drive 
for tighter control of its two' 
provinces. 

Forty-one people, including 
14 policemen, were injured last 
nignt when 30.000 people outside 
the Communist Party headquar- 
ters in Novi Sad, capita! of 
Vojvodina province, surged 
toward riot police guarding Lhe 
building, hurling stones and 
breaking windows. 

State-run media said two 
policemen were seriously hurl 
and six people were hospitalised. 
Four people were reported arres- 
ted.. 

The 15 members of the Com- 
munist Party's Politburo in 
Vojvodina province stepped 
down after tens of thousands of 
angry, flag-waving protestors 
virtually laid siege to party 
headquarters for 30 hours. 

Protest 

The mass protests began in res- 
ponse to the provincial party 
leadership's decision to disci- 
pline two of its members for sup- 
porting Serbian Communist 
Party leader Slobodan 
Milosevic, the official news 
agency Tanjug said. 

The resignations in Vojvodina 
were seen as a major victory for 
Milosevic, who has led the Ser- 
bian drive for more control over 
Vojvodina and a second 
province, ethnically troubled 
Kosovo. 


Communist Party leaderships 
in both provinces had resisted the 


Serbian drive for more control, 
and the Kosovo leadership is 


now expected to come under 
pressure to step dow n. 

Faced with the mounting 
unrest, national Communist 
Party chief Stipe Suvar said on 
Tuesday there would be sweep- 
ing changes in the ruling national 
politburo and policy -selling cen- 
tral committee at or before a cen- 
tral committee meeting 
scheduled for Oct 1 7. 

Milosevic rejected a call from a 
former Defence Minister yester- 
day for unspecified "emergency 
measures" to quell street 
protests. Hispolitic.il opponents 
suspect he is using the almost 
daily muss rallies to gain more 
national power for himself and 
Serbia, the largest of the coun- 
try's six republics. 

Tens of thousands of Serbs 
have rallied almost daily for 
three months in support of 
Milosevic's effort to assert more 
authority in the provinces. 

Strife 

Most of the demonstrations 
have been directed at ethnic strife 
in Kosovo, where Serbs, a largely 
Christian minority, claim haras- 
sment by ethnic Albanians, who 
make up 90 per cent of Kosovo's 
2 million people and are 
predominantly Muslim. The 
southern province borders on 
Albania. 

Many Serbs see Milosevic as 
political heir to the late President 
Tito, who died in 1980 and left 
the nation with a complex system 
of annual rotation in the 
occupants oftop political offices. 

This has prevented any one 
republic from gaining domin- 
ance. but has not provided the 
strong leadership needed to deal 
effectively with ethnic and econ- 
omic problems.

Javanese kings have beeii entom- 
bed for centuries. 

His body today was the som- 
bre witness to the weddings of 
four of his sons. 

It is Javanese custom to hold 
weddings at a funeral i f one of the 
parents dies during the 
engagement period, palace 
officials said. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
mourners lined the road from the 
airport to the royal palace. 

A huge golden umbrella 


shaded the coffin from the sear- 
ing tropical sun as it was taken 
into the walled palace. 

Bare-shouldered women in 
tightly-wrapped sarongs carried 
trays of smouldering herbs to the 


casket along red carpets strewn 
with strongly-scented flowers.

The ninth Sultan of Jogyak- 
arta, Hamengkubuwono was 
descended from a line of kings 
who had ruled for centuries.

SEOUL, Oct 7, (Reuter): More 
than 3,000 South Korean student 
radicals demanding the anest of 
former President Chun Doo 
Hwan fought pitched street bat- 
tles with not police today in the 
biggest anti-government protest 
for months. 

The violent protest marked a 
clear end to the relative calm on 
the country’s usually volatile 
campuses during the Seoul 
Olympic Games, which ended 
last Sunday. 

Repression 

Witnesses at Seoul National 
University in the south of the 
capital said police, after coming 
under a hail of petrol bombs, 
fired repeated volleys of tear gas 
to drive the students back 
through the campus gates. 

Earlier leaders from all the 
capital's militant student unions 
'wamecP the government that if ’ 
Chun and his wife were not arres- 


ted by Nov 3 they would send 
thousands of students to seize 
and “execute” them. 

In a statement issued after a 
campus meeting, the radical 
leaders said Chun, then the coun- 
try’s military strongman, must 
bear prime responsibility for the 
Army’s repression of a 1980 
popular uprising in which at least 
200 died. 

On Thursday, a 23-strong 
student commando burst into 
the office of one of Chun’s closest 
associates, former Defence Mini- 
ster ChongHo-Yong, to dramat- 
ise calls for the punishment of 
those responsible for the Kwan- 
gju bloodshed. Police stormed 
the building and arrested them.

PLO urged to delay 
political initiative 


CAIRO, Oct 7. (Reuter): Egypt 
has urged Palestinian leaders to 
delay deciding Lfaeir next poli tical 
moves until after next month's 
Israeli and US elections, a gov- 
ernment minister was quoted as 
saying today. 

The aim was “to avoid giving 
either candidate for the US 
presidency the chance to bid for 
Jewish votes by makingpledges it 
would be hard for the new 
administration to ignore.” Mini- 
ster of State for Foreign Affairs 
Boutros Ghali said. 

“A premature Palestinian 
decision on the next steps could 
also reinforce the Israeli' 
extremist wing.'' he added. 

President Hosni Mubarak 
told Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation (PLO) chief Yasser 
Arafat last month to refrain from 
political initiatives until after the 
Israeli poll. 

Boutros Ghali, in an interview 
published by the French-lan- 
guage newspaper Le Journal 
O’Egyptev-said Mubarak- 'had i 
briefed British, French and West 


German leaders on his views, 
including the need for the Pales- 
tinians to reach a uni ted posi lion. 

PLO leaders are due soon to 
set a date for the Palestine 
National Council (PNC), a 
parliament-in-exile, to decide 
how to take responsibility for 
Palestinians in the Israeli-held 
West Bank following Jordan's 
severance of most official links 
with the terriloiy. 

Options being considered 
include declaration of an 
independent state in the West 
‘ Bank and forming a provisional 
government. 

Meanwhile, a Gulf newspaper 
said the Soviet Union has 
proposed a plan for a Palestinian 
settlement and has told the PLO 
not to hesitate too long over a 
solution. 

A1 Bayan said in a report from 
Tunis, headquarters of the PLO, 
that Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze put for- 
ward the plan during a meeting 
with*jyS Secretary of- State 
George Shultz. 


praises 
Sadat as warrior 
and peacemaker 


CAIRO, Oct 7, (Reuter): Egyp- 
tian President Hosni Mubarak 
paid tribute to his predecessor 
Anwar Sadat as both warrior 
and peacemaker on the seventh 
anniversary of Sadat's assassina- 
tion by militants. 

The ' government quietly 
mourned Sadat while celebrating 
the 1 5th anniversaiy of Egypt’s 
most successful military venture 
against Israel — storming across 
the Suez Canal into occupied 
Sinai. 

Mubarak, in a statement on 
Thursday, praised Sadat, who 
signed a peace pact with Israel in 
1979, as “a fierce fighter in war 
and a tenacious negotiator in 
peace. 

The dual anniversary was 
marked more by official celebra- 
tion of Egypt’s early victories in 
the 1973 October war than by 
mourning over Sadat's murder. 
He was killed during a military 
march-past . 

Friends and well-wisbers 
visited his widow Jihan, who 
divides her time between Cairo 
and the United States, and laid 
wreaths at his mausoleum. 

The government staged the 
main celebrations on Wednes- 
day, a day early, and Mubarak 
attended the first military parade 
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on this anniversary since 1981. 

Mubarak's statement said 
Sadat would go down in history 
as “the derision-maker in laun- 
ching war and making peace 
until he fell in honour.” 

Apart from leading Egypt into 
war only six years after the 
Arabs’ 1967 defeat, Sadat is 
remembered mainly as a man 
who did the unthinkable for most 
Arabs — going to Israel and 
negotiating peace. 

He signed the US-brokered 
Camp David accords with then- 
Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin in 1978 and a peace treaty 
the next year, prompting Egypt’s 
rejection by other Arab states. 

Sadat was killed by soldiers 
who belonged to a clandestine 
Muslim fundamentalist group 
called Jihad, which objected to 
peace with Israel. 

His killers were executed and 
their associates jailed. But the 
fundamentalist movement 
remains a powerful social force. 

Mubarak has curbed what 
some economists saw as capital- 
istic excesses under Sadat but 
maintains a mixed economy, 
encouraging private industry 
and seeking to revive the state 
sector. 

’ if you did not-seize the oppor- 
tunity and make money during 
Sadat's rule, you will never be 
able to do so under M ubarak.” is 
a popular Cairo saying. 

Top UN award 
for a Pakistani 

GENEVA, Oct 7, (Reuter): A 
Pakistani government official 
who supervised assistance to 
more than three million homeless 
Afghans has been awarded the 
highest United Nations distinc- 
tion for aid to refugees, the UN 
said today. 

Syed Munir Husain. Secretary 
of Pakistan's States and Frontier 
Ministry from 1982 to 1987, will 
receive the Nansen Medal from 
the UN High Commissioner ,for 
Refugees (UNHCR), Jean- 
Pierre Hocke, in Geneva on Nov 
3. 

The announcement said 
Husain for five years headed the 
world's largest refugee assistance 
operation. He helped Afghans 
who had fled fighting in their 
homeland between rebel 
guerrillas and Afghan and Soviet 
troops.

Pinochet defeated 


SANTIAGO, Ocl 7, (Reuter): 
Chile’s military ruler Augusto 
Pinochet has accepted defeat in a 
presidential plebiscite but has 
ruled out any negotiations with 
opponents bn reducing the time 
be can remain in office. 

“I accept and respect the ver- 
dict of the majority, expressed 
yesterday by the people," a stern - 
looking Pinochet, dressed in his 
uniform as commander-in-chief 
of the Army, said. 

But the 72-year-old general, 
who was making his first 
statement Thursday on the yes- 
or-no ballot on extendinghis rule 
for eight more years, said: 
“Today ... 1 renew my commit 
meat to fulfil (my) mandate.” 

Later, a spokesman for the 
military government said Pino- 
chet had turned down offers of 
resignation by his 17-man 
cabinet. “The President decided 
to reject all the resignations,” the 
spokesman said. 

Demonstration 

Just before the general went on 
television, truncheon-swinging 
riot police used force to break up 
a demonstration by thousands of 
young anti-Pinochet protesters 
trying to march on the Moneda 
presidential palace. 

“We want the Moneda, we 


want the Moneda,” the crowd of 
mainly young leftists chanted 
before being dispersed by u cloud 
of tear gas. 

Several foreign journalists 
were among people beaten by- 
police truncheons, local radio 
said. 

Attack 

Around the same lime. San- 
tiago and other cities were 
blacked out by a power failure, 
although the electricity was 
quickly restored in some areas. 

Police sources said the black- 
outs were caused by explosions 
which broughL down transmis- 
sion lines outside the capital. 

Witnesses said police attacked 
after demonstrators ignored 
pleas to disperse and tried to 
climb aboard water cannon 
trucks in order to seize police 
loudhailers. 

“We have been waiting for this 
for 15 years and we are going to 
stay in the streets.” one young 
demonstrator said. 

The incidents were the most 
violent in a day in which 
thousands of Chileans took to 
the streets to celebrate the defeat 
of the military President who has 
ruled with an iron fist since tak- 
ing power in a bloody coup in 
1973. 

Final results released bv the 


government showed 43 per cent 
of Chile's seven million elec- 
torate voted in favour of extend- 
ing Pinochet's rule, while 55 per 
cent voted against. 

In his address. Pinochet said 
the only thing at slake in the 
plebiscite was" the name of the 
country's next President and not 
the military constitution, 
approved in a controversial pleb- 
iscite in 1980. 

The constitution says Pino- 
chet remains as President until 
March 1 990 and can continue as 
Array commander for at least 
Four more years. 

Vote 

In December 1989 he must call 
a free, competitive presidential 
vote along with elections for con- 
gress. closed following the coup. 

A centre-left coalition of 16 
political parties, grouped in the 
command for the no. has called 
for negotiations with the armed 
forces on speeding up the hand- 
over of power as well as perform- 
ing the constitution to make it 
conform to a Western-style 
democracy. 

Pinochet was emphatic in rul- 
ing out any changes to the 
timetable. “Lei nobody fool 
themselves about what the pleb- 
iscite was about ... the constitu- 
tion was not in play.” he said. 


Kabul leaders to meet for 
revising peace proposals 


KABUL. Oct 7, (Reuter): Afgh- 
anistan's Moscow-backed 
leadership will meet on Monday, 
apparently to discuss — and per- 
haps revise — peace proposals it 
made to mujahedeen rebels, so 
far with no success. 

Afghan officials on Thursday 
would give no details of what will 
be discussed at the meeting of 
central committee of the People's 
Democratic Party of Afghanis- 
tan (PDPA). 

But they said it would involve 
important aspects of “unity and 
national reconciliation,” 
Kabul's phrase for peace moves. 

. Western diplomats said it was 
unlikely the PDPA would meet 
unless some new peace offer were 
under consideration. 

With the annual session of the 


UN General Assembly just 
under way and due to debate 
Afghanistan next month, it 
would be a good moment to 
present a new offer, they said. 

The mujahedeen. whose party 
leaders are based in Pakistan, 
have rejected all Kabul's peace 
offers so far. 

Rockets 

The diplomats said Afghan 
Prime Minister Mohammad 
Hassan Shanq in lalksin Moscow 
last month discussed the position 
of President Najibullah. head of 
the PDPA. 

But they said there was no 
immediate evidence Najibullah 
would step down as demanded 
by the mujahedeen. 

Kabul authorities said on 
Thursday that rebel rocket 


at talks on two towns and a land- 
mine attack on a bus killed 32 
people, as both sides claimed bat- 
tle victories. 

A rocket barrage killed five 
people in the Parwan province, 
capital of Charikar on Thursday 
and three patients and a nurse at 
a hospital in the southern town of 
Kandahar died in another attack 
on Wednesday night, the official 
Kabul Radio said. 

In Moscow, the Soviet news 
agency Tass said 23 people were 
killed and 13 seriously wounded 
when their bus hit a rebel mine in 
the eastern province of Nangar- 
har on Wednesday. 

On Wednesday, the radio, 
monitored in Islamabad, said 
rebel rockets killed 1 3 people and 
wounded 34 in the capital Kabul.

“It is just amazing that he has 
held out this long.” said Shiko 
Nakano. who tells fortunes 
mainly by reading palms in a 
small booth in the streets of Shin- 
juku. one of Tokyo's busiest 
entertainment areas. 

"Many people say that he was 
kepluiivejusl for the Olympics.” 

Fortune tellers say they can 
offer few real insights because so 
little knowledge of the Emperor 
as a person is allowed to pass 
through the veil of bureaucratic 
and imperial reserve which 
surrounds him. 

Clients 

Most diems of the dozens of 
fortune tellers whose stalls dot 
the main streets of shopping a::d 
entertainment districts at night 
are young women with problems 
about love or tired businessmen 
with a variety of queries. 

The S7-year-old Emperor, the 
world's longest-reigning mon- 
arch, has been gravely ill since he 
collapsed on Sept 19. He was 
given another blood transfusion 
on Thursday because of steady 
internal bleeding and was in 
critical but stable condition.

The American experts urged 
Kuwait to form a national inven- 
tory ofheritage resources similar 
to American National Register 
of Historic Places.

Britain welcomes 
Bahrain decision 
on arms treaties 


LONDON. Oct 7,(KUNA): The 
British government Thursday, 
“warmly" welcomed Bahrain’s 
decision to accede to the Non- 
Proliferation Treaty, the 1925 
Geneva Protocol on Chemical 
Weapons and the 1972 Conven- 
tion on Biological Weapons. 

In a statement, a Foreign 
Office spokesman said that 
Bahraini accession to “these 
three important arms control 
treaties is particularly significant 
in view of current international 
efforts in which the UK has 
played a leading role, to 
encourage wider adherence to 
them.” 

The spokesman described the 
Bahraini move as "an important 
contribution to international 
stability and a force for peace in 
the Middle East.” 


Meanwhile, the Foreign Office 
underlined that iL continues to 
urge all countries who have not 
yet joined these arms control 
treaties, including Israel, to do 
so. 

The British government Wed- 
nesday issued a similar 
statement, welcoming the Saudi 
Arabian accession to the Non-

Sri Lanka extends benefits 
to citizens working abroad

THE Sri Lankan Cabinet re- 
cently approved measuresexten- 
ding benefits now available to the 
workeis in the country to the 
island's citizens working abroad, 
according to Sri Lankan Mini- 
ster of Labour Joseph Michael 
Perera. 

The measures will give Sri 
Lankan workers abroad access 
to the coun try’s Employees' 
Trust Fund (ETF), said Perera 
who is currently visiting Kuwait 
to inform the Sri Lankan com- 
munity of the measures. 

In addition to financial ben- 
efits the contributors to the ETF 
will be entitled to life insurance 
and medical treatment for 
serious illness. 

Perera said the new measures 
were introduced because there 
are some doubts about whether 
Sri Lankan workers abroad are 
covered by local laws and 
whether they are in a position to 
assert their rights. 

Only workers who are regis- 
tered with the Sri Lankan Bureau 
of Foreign Employment can take 
the advantage of the new 
measures. Few of the 70,000- 
strong Sri Lankan labour force in 
Kuwait are registered with the 
bureau, but they will be able to 
register shortly. 


According to the new 
measures, the migrant workers 
who leave for employment 
abroad after registering with the 
bureau will receive cash assis- 
tance to meet recruitment expen- 
ses and Rs 20,000 ($666) on their 
return to Sri Lanka. The bureau 
was also instructed to assist 


returning workers who opt for 
pTo 


self-employment. 

Those who choose to join the 
ETF are required to make a 
minimum monthly contribution 
amounting to 3 per cent of their 
income. t 

The fund will invest the work- 
ers* contributions on their 
behalf. The interest and dividend 


to members over the last six years 
averaged 1 1 .75 per cent per year. 
In Sri Lanka, the employer is 
required to make the contribu- 
tion on the worker's behalf. 

The fund will also provide life 
insurance. Sri Lankan citizens 
are entitle d to f ree medical treat- 
ment but ETF members will be 
entitled to treatment abroad in 
cases when the required treat- 
ment is not available in Sri 
L anka. 

ETF members will be entitled 
to a lump sum payment amount- 
ing to two years’ salary not 
exceeding Rs 100,000 in the 
event of permanent disability 
through an accident. 


Minesweeping force 
begins last operation 


THE HAGUE, Oct 7, (Reuter): 
A joint British, Dutch and Bel- 
gian minesweeping force has 
begun its final operation in the 
Gulf and will return home in Jan- 
uary, a Dutch Defence Ministry 
spokesman said yesterday. 

■ The spokesman said the force, 
which has been in theGulf for the 
past year to ensure safe shipping, 
launched “operation clean- 
sweep” on the south Gulf ship-

ping route this week in a last 
effort to find mines laid during 
the Iran- Iraq war. 

“We will be travelling the 
south route one more time to 
clean sweep it,” the spokesman 
said. "The operation began a few 
days ago." 

He said the force will co-ordin- 
ate with France and Italy, which 
also has ships in the area. 

Earlier this week, the Dutch 
Defence Ministry told 
Parliament that it planned to 
recall the Dutch minehunter Urk 
when the operation ended in Jan- 
uary because the Gulf war 
ceasefire had rendered the force 
unnecessary. 

It said Belgian and British ves- 
sels would also be withdrawn. 

The force — two Dutch mine- 
hunters, two Belgian mine- 
sweepers and a supply ship sail- 
ing under the protection of a 
British frigate — moved into the 
Gulf a year ago as part of 
European efforts to support US 
calls for safe shippingin the area. 

The Netherlands pulled out 
one minehunter and the Belgians 
two vessels about six months 
ago, when mining operations in 
the area appeared on the wane. 


Emergency 
Arab League 
meeting planned 


ABU DHABI, Oct 7. (KUNA): 
Bahraini Foreign Minister 
Sheikh Mohammed Bin 
Mubarak A1 Khalifa said today 
that Arab foreign ministers had 
agreed to hold an emergency 
Arab League session to digruss 
the critical Lebaneseproblem. 

In an interview with the Abu 
Dhabi-based “AI Ittihad” 
Sheikh Mohammed said that the 
meeting will take place in few 
days. 

“We have discussed the 
Lebanese issue during our meet- 
ing in New York through the 
Ministerial Council and found it 
best to convene an Arab League 
meeting to tackle this presistezit 
matter and to propose ideas to 
help Lebanon end its crisis 
through the Arab house,” he 
said. 

Discussing the stumbling 
blocks before the Iraq-Iran peace 
talks, the Bahraini ranking 
diplomat indicated that the 
negotiations are passing through 
“a delicate stage that requires the 
maximum amount of wisdom.” 

He said that the negotiations 
have yet to achieve any progress, 
and said he hopes that the two 
parties will implement UN 
Resolution 598. 

Discussing his country's posi- 
tion toward regional security in 
the Gulf and the need for inter- 
national naval presence in the 
area. Sheikh Mohammed affir- 
med that ending the war is the 
aim of all Gulf states. 

He said it is premature to talk 
about the presence of the foreign 
fleets in the region.

Kuwait, through the effective 
and balanced political system, 
has taken a number of measures 
to use developed technological 
know-how and scientific advan- 
ces to realise socio-economic 
development plans, according to 
Dr Yousuf A1 Sultan, assistant 
director-general of the Kuwait 
Institute for Scientific Research 
(KISR). - 

Dr Yousuf presented a paper 
on the subject at the two-day 
First Inter-Governmental Con- 
sultative Conference on new and 
high technologies of non-aligned 
and developing countries, which 
began here on Wednesday night. 

A four-member Kuwaiti 
delegation participated in the 
conference, inaugurated by 
Indian Minister of Science and 
Technology K.R. Narayanan. 

Dr Yousuf said the lack of 
qualified scientific and technical 
manpower has hindered tech- 
nological self-reliance to some 
extent. This is reflected by a 
limited industrial base capable of 
producing new and high tech- 
nologies. 

However, long-term planning 
as perceived by decision-makers 
has helped to gear up research 
and development activities. 

Impose 

The Kuwaiti representative 
said progress in science and 
scientific research is used as a 
tool to achieve socio-economic 
and political objectives. The 
development of technology is 
used as a tool to impose econ- 
omic and political dominance or 
the owners of technical know- 
how, he said. 

Developing countries should 
benefit from scientific progress in 
the industrialized world, he said. 

Dr Yousuf said that develop- 
ing countries should work 
together to acquire technology 
from the North on equitable 
terms. 

However, he added that 
North-South technology trans- 
fer may not occur if the receiver 
country imposes restrictions. 
The user countries of the modern 
technology will be able to establ- 
ish a solid socio-economic base 
and physical infrastructure. 
They could ’ also consolidate 
human resources and build 
sound technologies and research 
and development institutions, he 
said.. 

Dr Yousuf told KUNA that 
the developing countries should 
alsapooltheir resources through 
joint research activities. 

- Hc alsosaid there tea need for 
exchange of information among 
the developing nations in science 
and technology. This would help 
to make “us less dependent on 
industrially advanced nations,” 
he said.

Because of the importance of 
the manpower development and 
its effective role in the social 
development, the Kuwait gov- 
ernment has offered many incen- 
tives to Kuwaiti citizens 
encouraging them to engage in 
scientific research. 

The government organised 
seven research programmes 
through KISR. Most of the work 


will be inter-disciplinary ai.d 
involve a large number of the 
institute's departments and div- 
isions. 

The research programmes 
include development of food 
resources, water resources, the 
petroleum and petrochemical 
sector, the environment, indus- 
trial production, monitoring, 
assessment and development of 
technological advances and 
economic programmes. Dr 
Yousuf said. 

Co-operation 

The conference identified five 
areas for co-operation among 
the developing nations. The 
areas are biotechnology, 
microelectronic and computer 
software, telecommunication 
and informatics, renewablesour- 
ces of energy and new enerev 
technologies and advanced 
materials. 

The task force created by the 
conference recommended setting 
up a centre for science and tech- 
nology in the Indian capital, 
which should serve as the focal 
point for the follow-up of 
activities and recommendations 
of the conference. 

The task force urged the 
Indian government to expedite 
the activities related to the establ- 
ishment of the centre. It sugges- 
ted preparing a detailed 
programme of work for the cen- 
tre. This should address short 
and long term plans, financing 
schemes as well as other organ- 
isational issues. 

A directory of institutions in 
various countries could be 
prepared by the centre for the 
developing countries. 

The two-day conference was 
attended by delegates from more 
than 30 nations, including Saudi 
Arabia, Tanzania, Egypt and 
Kuwait.

Civil war in northern Somalia 

Main towns reduced 
to heaps of rubble 


By Graham Hancock 

HARGEISA. Somalia, (Reu- 
ter): A civil war in northern 
Somalia has left the government 
in control of the mountainous 
arid region, but its main towns 
have been reduced to deserted 
heaps of rubble. 

Diplomats and Somali offi- 
cials estimate that 50.000 people 
died in heavy fighting between 
government forces and rebels of 
the Somali National Movement 
(-SNM) during June. July and 
August. 

More than 400.000 refugees 
fled Lo neighbouring Ethiopia. 
The northern city of Hargeisa, 
which once had a population of 
half a million, is a ghost town. 

Whole sections of Hargeisa 
were flattened by artillery shell- 
ing between government and 
rebel forces occupying different 
parts of the town. 

The government says 14,000 
buildings were razed and a fur- 
ther 12.000 heavily damaged 
before the Army regained con- 
trol of Hargeisa in mid-August. 

Corpses 

A month later I saw rotting 
corpses still scattered in the rub- 
ble of this city, which until the 
civil war was the second largest in 
Somalia after Lhe capital 
Mogadishu. 

Hargeisa's water supply sys- 
tem was knocked out in the fight- 
ing. food is short and the town's 
overcrowded hospital is packed 
w i ih children whose hands or feel 
were blown off by grenades and 
anti-personnel mines. 

There are also many cases of 
severe malnutrition. 

Control 

“Many of these people have 
been misled by the SNM into 
believing that government 
troops would kill them if they 
came home and accordingly they 
have hidden in the bush fora long 
time without food or shelter.” Dr 
Abdi Karim Asser, the chief 
medical officer, told Reuters. 

The SNM launched a massive 
attack on Hargeisa on June I and 
succeeded in occupying most of 
the town at one stage, but it never 
captured the military Headquar- 
ters. 

Somali officers say the Army 
regained full control of Hargeisa 
in a two-week push at the begin- 


ning of August. 

The SNM's other main target 
was Burao. a town 180 km ( 1 10 
miles) east of Hargeisa. which it 
overran on May 27. 

The Army recaptured Burao 
in mid-July but the town is now 
wrecked and deserted, littered 
with bumt-oul vehicles, empty 
ammunition cases, unexploded 
mortar bombs and abandoned 
rifles. 

Army officers said that after its 
offensive in the north failed, the 
SNM reverted to its traditional 
hit-and-run guerrilla tactics. 

The SNM, sworn to topple the 
government, was founded in 
1981 and draws most of its sup- 
port from the large Issaq clan 
living in northern Somalia. 

It operated mainly from cross- 
border bases in Ethiopia, whose 
long-standing dispute with 
Somalia over the Ogaden border 
region boiled over into full-scale 
war from 1977 to 1978. 

Relations 

Ethiopia, pressured by rebel 
victories in its northern provin- 
ces of Eritrea and Tigray, res- 
tored normal relations with 
Somalia in April this year. 

As part of the deal. Addis 
Ababa agreed to stop supporting 
the SNM and diplomats say the 
rebel movement decided to 
launch an all out offensive in 
northern Somalia after being for- 
ced ‘ to evacuate its Ethiopian 
base camps. 

Army officers say the rebels 
still ambush vehicles on side 
roads in the north, but most of 
the main roads have been 
reopened and the towns are once 
more in government hands. 

“We are slowly returning the 
whole region to normal," 
Brigadier-General Talan Ali, 
military commander of the nor- 
thern port of Berbera. told 
Reuters. 

Hampered 

“However, we are hampered 
by the present rainy season, 
which prevents us from launch- 
ing large-scale operations to mop 
up the remaining terrorists in the 
bush.” he added. 

The cost of the war has been 
immense. Officials in Mogadishu 
say the distinction in the north 
and the refugee exodus have 
deprived the government of 40 
per cent of its recurrent revenue. 


Famine, not the gun, 
kills in south Sudan

KHARTOUM, (Reuter): 
Famine has replaced the gun as 
the lethal weapon in south 
Sudan's civil war, a catastrophe 
little known to the outside world 
at first hand. 

Diplomats and United 
Nations relief officials estimate 
that tens of thousands of non- 
combatant civilians have died 
during the conflict. Hunger, not 
bullets, killed almost all of them. 

The relief officials say many 
thousands more will soon die of 
starvation or malnutrition- 
related diseases unless food sup- 
plies are sent in urgently. 

Southern politicians have 
urged the government to declare 
the region a disaster area, but 
complain it is indifferent to the 
plight of the south whereas it 
acted promptly when floods 
devastated northern Sudan in 
August. 

Diplomats say about half the 
south'sestimatedsix million peo- 
ple have fled to other parts of 
Sudan or lo Ethiopia in search of 
food and security. Most of those 
left behind are said to be surviv- 
ing on grass and leaves. 

Breakdown 

The famine, resulting from Lhe 
breakdown of the agricultural 
cycle in five years of civil strife, 
has so far aroused little concern 
in the Wesl. 

James Ingram, executive 
director of lhe UN World Food 
Programme, said this was largely 
because television crews were 
unable lo reach the areas of suf- 
fering. 

Government officials blame 
the rebels of the Sudan People's 
Liberation Army (SPLA). which 
launched its bush war in I9S3 to 
win autonomy for the mainly 
animist or Christian south from 
the Muslim, Arabised north. 

The rebels have consistently 
ambushed trucks, river barges 
and trains carrying supplies to 
the south, maintaining that the 
convoys also provisioned Army 


garrisons and were legitimate 
targets since they were escorted 
by soldiers. 

A long-standing SPLA threat 
to attack planes flying to the 
south without its permission has 
so far prevented any major airlift 
of food. The rebels have shot 
down several aircraft, including 
two Sudanese airliners, in the 
past two years. 

Diplomats said SPLA strategy 
appeared to be aimed at forcing 
people to move, under threat of 
starvation, from government- 
controlled areas to rebel-held 
regions. 

They said there was evidence 
that food was reaching people in 
areas under rebel control from 
unknown relief sources in Eth- 
iopia, home of the SPLA's 
leadership, Kenya and Uganda. 

Like any guerrilla Army, the 
SPLA depended on the sym- 
pathy of sections of the local 
population for food, informa- 
tion and security, the diplomats 
said. 

They doubted that the SPLA 
deliberately sought the mass 
exodus of southerners. “The 
rapid depopulation of the south 
could be playing into the Army 's 
hands," said one senior UN 
official based in Khartoum. 

The International Committee 
of the Red Cross (ICRC) said 
hundreds of thousands of cattle, 
the key to life in the south, would 
die unless large-scale vaccination 
was underway before the end of 
the year. 

Mortality 

And the UN Children's Fund 
(UNICEF) said the infant mor- 
tality rate had rocketed in the 
south over the past five years and 
an immunisation programme 
was urgently needed. 

The SPLA has yet to give 
clearance to a government- 
approved plan by the JCRC to 
send food to the south to feed an 
estimated one million people. 
The scheme envisages simultan- 
eous deliveries to government 
and rebel-controlled areas.

Flooding is a perennial problern for Bangladesh

DHAKA, (Panes): For Ban- 
gladesh, flooding is a perennial 
problem, a fact of life as sure as 
the sunshine. The country is a 
huge alluvial plain created by the 
deposits of billions of tonnes of 
silt washed from the Himalayan 
slopes by the subcontinent's two 
largest rivers, the Ganges and the 
Brahmaputra. 

In an average year it is 
estimated that about 29,000 
square kilometres, or over a fifth 
of the country is under water, this 
year two thirds of the country, as 
well as 80 percent of Dhaka, has 
been submerged under several 
feet of flood water. 

How far is this a major shift 
from the recurring problems of 
flooding in a swampy flat coun- 
try. where at the best of times, 
most of it is less than 2 metres 
above sea level? Or is the disaster- 
flooding a symptom of a 
deteriorating man-made 
ecological disaster. 

Deforestation 

Opinion is divided. Firstly, 
some experts say the problem is 
being greatly aggravated by 
extensive deforestation in north- 
ern India and Nepal. They lack 
co-ordinated national efforts in 
reafforestation for Bangladesh's 
worsening problems. 

According to The Centre for 
Science and the Environment in 
New Delhi, India has lost 40 per 
cent of forest cover in the last 30 
years to meet domestic timber 
needs. The increase in flood- 
prone areas has almost tripled in 
the last 25 years, despite an enor- 
mous increase in flood control. 

Similarly, in Nepal there is 


excessive pressure on fuelwood 
supplies. Critics argue that this 
extensive denuding of the 
Himalayas, by peasants search- 
ing for fuelwood or building 
wood, or by ravenous big busi- 
ness. has robbed the slopes of 
vegetation cover, which nor- 
mally acts asa “sponge”, preven- 
ting the full onslaught of flash 
floods. 

As well as causing landslides, 
the torrents wash down billions 
of tonnes of high-quality top soil 
which silts up river beds, making 
them shallower and even more 
liable to flooding. In Bangladesh 
itself there is extensive deforesta- 
tion in the Chittagong Hill 
Tracts. 

Population 

Bangladesh’s population of 
110 million occupies an area of 
144,000 sq, km, a sizeable 
proportion of which is flooded 
for months at a time, while the 
population swells by 3.3 million 
people annually. 

For many experts, any long- 
term strategy for safeguarding 
Bangladesh from future floods, 
must begin with co-ordinated 
efforts by governments, NGOs 
and grass-roots organisations lo 
conserve the remaining forest, 
and then implement reafforesta- 
tion programmes. 

On the other hand, there are 
experts who say that the issue of 
man-made deforestation is being 
overstated. According to one, 
Steve Brichieri-Columbi of Hal- 
crow, a British consultancy firm 
with many years experience in 
Bangladesh, the real focus 
should be on planning a long- 
term river and flood control 
strategy. 
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Efficiently managed, many future, 
argue, such a policy could be the Fora country like Bangladesh, < 

lock-keeper to Bangladesh's interlaced by a network of water 


systems and canals, water man- 
agement is not a concept. There 
are at present two national auth- 
orities responsible lor policy and 
implementation — the "Master 
Planning Organisation" suppor- 
ted by the World Bank and 
UNEP, and the Water Board of 
about 17,000 employees which is 
responsible for construction. 

With these structures in place, 
what is going wrong? Flood con- 
trol through water storage, an 
obvious measure, is not available 
to Bangladesh because there are 
no suitable sites. The feasible 
option — river embankment and 
polderisation — which is lhe 
main thrust of existing govern- 
ment efforts, is hindered because 
earth embark men ts demand a lot 
of already overpopulated land, 
and there is little earth with 
which to build them. 

Adding to this, many of the 
embankment schemes seem to 
have been built in relative isola- 
tion and there is no integrated 
policy for a countrywide 
approach. The construction of 
unplanned embankments for 
flood control and irrigation, is 
blamed for localised flooding in 
the present disaster. 

Diversion 

Furthermore, the diversion of 
the courses of rivers like Gumli. 
Khowai and border rivers, the 
Muhuri and Feni, is held to be 
contributing to increased silta- 
tion on the river beds, while some 
experts blame the construction 
of Farakka barrage, which is 
diverting Ganges water on a mas- 
sive scale. 

The analytical techniques of 
hydraulic engineering require a 
long term understanding and 


surveillance of the lay of the land, 
flood movement, silialion and 
river control. 

But any substantive research 
in this area is badly lacking. It is 
hardly surprising that the official 
approach is a desperate "mend 
and patch” one. throwing up new 
embankments when an old one 
comes down, and unable to con- 
tinue regular expensive mainten- 
ance. This year, some 3R0 irriga- 
tion projects are thought to be 
either dead or dying due to filia- 
tion and no maintenance. 

Yei another area in which 
there seems to be a need for real 
improvement is co-operation 
between India. Nepal and Ban- 
gladesh in river control with a 
communications network bet- 
ween them so that Bangladesh 
can know the measures taken 
further upstream and plan accor- 
dingly. 

Drains 

As the area of the catchment of 
the Ganges. Brahmaputra and 
Meghna rivers (a total of 1.5 
million square kms) which drains 
into Bangladesh is ten times that 
of Bangladesh itself, it would 
seem that real regional co-opera- 
tion is a priority. 

The South Asian Association 
for Regional Co-operation is 
moving toward this, but India, 
which has complete control of 
the Ganges, tends to control 
flooding by embankments. .Also, 
India's huge dam projects are 
built primarily for providing 
hydropower, therefore for gen- 
erating income, and secondly for 
dry season irrigation. Their util- 
isation in flood management, 
which could be significant, 
comes a poor third. 


Chinese exercising new liberties

BEUING, (UPI): In dark 
alleyways surrounding Beijing's 
railway station, hundreds of for- 
tune-seekers who left rural 
villages with nothing but dreams 
camp out each night on the 
pavement. Some live on han- 
douts. Others steal to survive. 

In southern Canton, a flood of 
airivals from poor neighbouring 
regions has spawned a ragtag 
corps of professional beggars 
taking advantage of the city’s 
new prosperity. A hard-core few 
panhandle by day, then turn to 
gambling and prostitution by 
night. 

In other cities across China, 
armies of erstwhile peasants 
forge a hand-to-mouth existence 
as day labourers, maids, peddlers 
and small-time entrepreneurs. 
Their numbers strain over- 
whelmed urban sendees like 
housing and transport. 

All are members of what 
China has officially dubbed “the 
floating population.” a catch-all 
phrase for the swelling ranks of 
transients, from travelling sales- 
men to penniless vagrants. 

Freedoms 

After decades of being restric- 
ted to home villages or assigned 
lifetime jobs, Chinese are exercis- 
ing new freedoms to flee 
impoverished rural backwaters 
and dead-end employment. 

The government estimates 


some 50 million people — one in 
every 20 — are now on the move. 
Nearly two-thirds are peasants, 
freed from communal subsis- 
tence fanning by agricultural 
reforms that allow those remain- 
ing to work more land and make 
more profit. 

Although millions of villagers 
have turned to small factories 
they can now set up, “rural 
industries” cannot absorb the 
countryside's vast labour sur- 
plus, estimated at more than 100 
million. Many flock to cities in 
search of gold. 

Selling v.:,. , 

At least 10 million have jam-, 
med China’s^lS'-bifegeat' urban 
areas, selling their services as car- 
penters, domestic servants, 
dressmakers and construction 
workers to satisfy a booming 
• labour demand long repressed by 
a system that claimed no unem- 
ployment. 

But although it has instilled 
new labour force vitality, the 
“floating population” has 
created a new set of social 
problems among those who fail 
or find themselves on the fringe 
of a society not yet ready to cope 
with large numbers living on its 
edges. 

The most evident — homeless 
adults sleeping outside, street 
urchins begging at restaurants — 
hark back to unpleasant 
memories of pre-communist 
China. 


“These are not homeless peo- 
ple as in the West,” asserted Wei 
Zhiming, a Beijing public 
security official whose office 
keeps track of them. “Most don't 
wander blindly, but have a pur- 
pose: to earn money and return 
to their families. 

‘They play a role in invigorat- 
ing our market But there are 
certain problems.” 

Many transients live with 
friends, at construction sites or 
with employers. But others find 
work scarce or housing impossi- 
ble jnovercrqwded ctaeSj. Wjth- 
oul residence permits or a ?‘dan- 

unit, they cannot obtain. aDoa ; 
lion aiupbhs for cheap food" 

Vagrants 

Some wind up vagrants, sleep- 
ing in parks or railway stations. 
In Beijing, one young peasant, 
baffled by city ways, lived in such 
fear of getting lost or arrested 
that he dared not leave the train 
station. Out of money, he ate 
scraps from nearby restaurants. 

Others turn to petty larceny 
and swindling. As many as 50 
people are arrested daily at the 
Beijing rail station for such 
offences. 

“After coming into the dties, 
some transients find the situation 
is not as good as they expected 
and have turned to crime,” a 
Beijing official told the govern- . 
ment news agency recently. 


Begging, *once reputedly 
eradicated, has again become 
public and is evolving into a vir- 
tual profession. Feasants moving 
into richer coastal regions and 
freewheeling special economic 
zones can earn a week's average 
wage in asingleday through beg- 
ging. 

The government detained and 
sent home some 700,000 tran- 
sients beggars last year. In a 
recent article in Outlook 
magazine. Deputy Civil Affairs 
Minister Zhang Dejiang claimed 
three-fourths of China's beggars

Worries keep ships out of the Gulf

DUBAI. (Reuter): Fears of long 
delays at war damaged ports and 
uncertainty over Iran's econ- 
omic policies are deterring ships 
from entering the Gulf as much 
as the missiles that threatened 
them during the Iraq-Iran war. 

But the problem is not purely 
economic. Bad memories of 
years of running that gauntlet 
between the warring nations 
remain. 

“We sent 58 bodies home dur- 
ing the shipping war,” said a 
manager at a local shipping line. 

And owners and managers 
said they still had a nagging fear 
of being caught in a sudden ren- 
ewal of hostilities following the 
Aug 20 ceasefire in the eight-year 
war. 

The threat posed by mines has 
diminished, but they will remain 
a residual danger for years in the 
bright blue waters of the Gulf.

Control

Iraq has better road and oil 
pipeline communications 
through its western borders, but 
sea cargoes are much cheaper.

WASHINGTON: Observers of 
Iran are concerned by a wave of 
political executions apparently 
carried out by the Khomeini 
regime during the past month . 

Because access to Iran is den- 
ied to many Westerners, details 
are difficult to establish. But 
enough evidence is acetHn dial- 
ing. some orit derived from Iran- 
Tan radio broadcasts and.official 
reports, in the 'Iranian press', lo 
suggest tha t hundreds of political 
prisoners may have been 
executed. The fear is that the lives 
of thousands more may be in 
jeopardy. 

Amnesty International has 
taken up the case, and two mem- 
bers of the House of Foreign 
Affairs Committee. Mervyn 
Dymally (D) of California and 
Donald Lukens (R) of Ohio, 
have asked for action from the 
United Nations. In a letter to 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar, they urge sending a 
UN mission to inspect “Iranian 
prisons and torture chambers." 
to investigate the reports of 
executions, and lo publicize the 
findings internationally. 

An Iranian exile set himself on 
fire outside the UN building in 
New York recently. He was 
protesting the execution of dis- 
sidents in his homeland. 

Jailed 

The Khomeini regime since its 
accession lo power has jailed 
many thousands of political 
prisoners. They cover the entire 
spectrum — communists, sup- 
porters of groups who want the 
monarchy returned to power, 
members of the Bahai faith, sup- 
porters of the Kurds, and mem- 
bers of the People's Mujahedeen 
of Iran. 

The latter group has recently 
been particularly active 
militarily, mounting large-scale 
operations against the regime. Its 
members seem to have been tar- 
geted for execution, although 
Amnesty International says sup- 


porters of other political opposi- 
tion groups are also reported to 
have been executed. 

Family visits lo political 
prisoners in Tehran's Evin 
prison have been hulled, and this 
has fuelled speculation that 
many of the prisoners may have 
been executed. A Financial 
Times correspondent in Iran 
reported that executed political 


reHjctcfa>aftd fljat thereflatfbeeni 
a “traffic jam” of bereaved 
relatives there. 

There seems little question 
that the Khomeini regime is 
angered by Mujahedeen military 
operations in the west of the 
country. Newspapers have publ- 
ished pictures of public hangings 
in the area, hangings of alleged 
collaborators with the Muja- 
hedeen. and Mujahedeen mem- 
bers. 

Pressure 

The pressure is on for execu- 
tion without any kind of trial. 
For example, in a Friday prayer 
speech recently, monitored by 
Western sources. Iran's chief jus- 
tire. Ayatollah Musavi Ardebili. 
said the people are so angry at the 
dissidents that the “judiciary is 
under great pressure from public 
opin ion, which q uestions why we 
even try them. There is no need 
for any trial. The crime is clear, 
the verdict is clear, and the pu- 
nishment is also clea r . There is no 
need for trial ... the Deople do not 
accept it when . we say we must 
have proof, we must have 
evidence ... the people say they 
should all be executed.” 

Amnesty International is 
opposed to the death penally. In 
the case of Iran, it is particularly 
concerned by the lack of prov- 
isions for fair trial in political 
cases, and the lack of any 
procedure for prisoners senten- 
ced to death to appeal against 
conviction or sentence.

will industrial societies go?

IT IS an uncomfortable feet 
that even Guy Fawkes night 
bonfires make their contribu- 
tion to global warming. 

Forthe gases wfaucfr scientists 
believe may Warm the global 
climate by between 1.5 to 4.5 
degrees Centigrade by the year 
2050 are produced by every, 
sphere of human activity which 
involves burning: coal-fired 
power stations, cars. agricul- 
i ture, refrigerators and the- 
manufacture of some of the 
most coxpmon household, 
goods 

Western industrial societies 
are only a short distance along 
the path towards answering the 
question. What can we do 
about the greenhouse effect? 
This, of course, begs the further 
, question — Wifi industrial 
society as we know it be possi- 
ble if we are to prevent cumate 
change? 

Adapt 

Enviro nmental Cassandras, 
like Jose Lutzenberger, the 
veteran Brazilian campaigner, 
have been preaching for 20 
years that industrial society as 
we know it will have to be aban- 
doned. But most government 
and independent experts 
believe these environmentalists 
to be too pessimistic, and their 
views distorted by rosy ideal- 
ism or ideology. 

Society will just have to 
redesign and adapt tojbe more 
energy efficient and to use 
fewer fossil finds, says Gerald 


Leach, adviser on energy to the 
International Institute for 
Environment and - Develop- 
ment in London. 

“I don't think that we need to 
de-industrialise society. There 
are still enormous savings to be 
made from energy conserva- 
tion, without doing without 
your car, your fridge, or your 
nice warm home.” 

To halt the greenhouse effect 
we have to stop producing the 
four gases responsible for it. 
These are chlorofluorocarbons 
(CFCs) — which are also res- 
ponsible for the dangerous 
“holes” in the stratospheric 
ozone layer — carbon dioxide, 
nitrogen oxide and methane. 

Carbon dioxide is responsi- 
ble for just under 50 per cent of 
the warming, the rest comes 
from the ragbag of other gases. 
If global production of all these 
gases remains on course, we can 
expect a sea level rise of 20 to' 
140 centimetres by 2050 due to 
the melting of Polar ice. At 1 .5 
metres there would be wide- 


spread flooding of low-lying 
land. Potential climate changes 
could make dust-bowls of the 
American Midwest and the 
Nile delta. 

The first global squabble 
looming, says Leach, is over 
whether we should attempt to 


stop producing all these 
or learn to adaot to the i 


or learn to adapt to the global 
warming they produce. “Do we ' 
build a sea wall around London 
and Bangladesh?" he asks. 
“Remember, there will be win- 
ners and losers from c limat e 
change. It looks as if the climate 
for agriculture in Siberia, for 
example, could get better." 

Assuming there is global 
agreement to limit greenhouse 
gases, how drastic are the chan- 
ges required? Current thinking 
hasil that a reduction of about 
50 per cent can be achieved 
without drastically altering the 
way we live.

t Use more nuclear power. 
Countries like Sweden and 
.Holland who have decided 
against nuclear power will be 
under pressure to reconsider 
their decision, for nuclear 
power plants produce no car- 
bon dioxide. And environmen- 
talist groups like Greenpeace 
will have to examine more 
carefully their opposition to the 
nuclear option. 

• Develop renewable energy 
sources. Dams, windmills and 
tidal barrages now look more 


attractive even though they 
may have other environmental 
consequences. 

• Stop forest burning. The 
burning of tropical forests 
produces 20 per cent of the 
annual build-up of carbon 
dioxide, partly through the gas 
given off. partly because the 
trees which are destroyed were 
acting as a carbon “sink.” 

International pressure will 
have to be brought to coun- 
teract inertia, greed and 
corruption. Reforestation will 
need funding, perhaps through 
foreign aid. Chancellor Kohl 
this week promised lavish 
funds for ' tropical countries 
who stop deforestation. 

In the long term, further 
measures like “treating" car- 
bon dioxide by spraying it to 
make it into carbonic acid 
(soda water) have yet to be 
proved to work. 

But the biggest and poten- 
tially nastiest battles by Tar. 
says Gerald Leach, will be bet- 
ween the First World and the 
Third. Third World countries 
want Western standards of liv- 
ing and for that their use of 
energy must increase. Liberal 
intentions ofbettering the lot of 
the Third World poor are, some 
scientists say, inconsistent with 
limiting energy use. The First 
world also “exports" much of 
its energy demand in having 
many consumer goods 
produced in the Third. 

All these measures will 
require an unheard-of degree of 
international political co- 
operation and stringent 
environmental legislation. 

Can we win the battle against 
planetary self-immolation? 
Kenneth Piddington. head of 
the World Bank's environmen- 
tal department, says: “In this 
business you've got to be an 
optimist.” Gerald Leach says: 
“Remember, after the oil crisis 
the OECD countries reduced 
their energy use by about 20 per 
cent.” 


Brazil’s biological holocaust

‘I KNEW I was going to the 
Amazon at the height of the 
burning season, but nothing, 
could have prepared me for the 
scale of the forest fires.

In a corner beside her spin- 
drier she reads a meter Iinkto to 
an instrument above her bath 
which measures the level of 
highly inflammable methane 
gas. 

If the air in the house con- 
tains 20 per cent methane, a fan 
comes on to disperse the gas. If 
the level rises to 30 per cent, an 
alarm sounds and her family 
must evacuate immediately. 

Meters were installed in 
several homes in this northern 
English village after methane 
leaking from a disused domes- 
tic waste tip caused a nearby 
house to explode in 1986, 
according to a local council 
inquiry. 

Since then, local families 
have suffered constant uncer- 
tainty while politicians and 
waste experts wrangle over the 
hazards of domestic waste tip- 
ping, a growing problem in 
industrial nations. 

Many domestic rubbish sites 
in Britain are known as “land- 
fill tips," cfaters in the ground 
which are gradually filled with 
rubbish and covered with top- 
soil. 

As the waste decomposes 
and mixes with rainwater, it 
starts to produce methane gas. 
A tonne of buried waste 
produces up to 400 cubic 
metres of the gas, which is capa- 
ble of travelling a quarter of a 
| mile (400 metres) underground. 

I experts say. Some landfill sites 
contain three million tonnes of 
rotting rubbish. 

In May, a government report 
said leaking methane was 
endangering fives and property 
at around 1,300 waste dumps, 
600 of which needed urgent fit- 
ting of gas control equipment. 

Many environmentalists say 
Britain should adopt the solu- 
tion favoured by other 
European countries. 

“In Britain there’s a fair 
amount of space, and landfill is 
always the easiest option,” said 
Pippa Hyam from the environ- 
mentalist pressure group 
Friends of The Earth. 


and 1981, rats flocked to the site 
whenever a fresh load of waste 
was discharged. 

Worse was to come. By 1984 
plants and trees near the tip 
began' shrivelling and dying, a 
sure sign the 300,000 tonnes of 
rotting rubbish underground 
were producingmethane. 

Residents alleged that noth- 
ing was done despite repeated 
warnings and tests. 

On March 24. 1986 an 
explosion ripped apart thebun- 
galow in which Frank and 
Kathleen Middleton lived with 
their son. All three survived. 

“I looked up and saw the 
pear trees in the garden,” said 
Kathleen Middleton, who 
broke her pelvis and left arm in 
the explosion. “Gracious," I 
thought, “theroofs vanished." 

The famfly bought a house in 


a neighbouring village and are 
now £20.000 (137,000) in debt. 
Kathleen Middleton walks 
with a stick and her left arms is 
permanently disabled. 

Residents cannot sue for 
compensation until they know 
who is responsible for the site. 
Lawyers acting for residents 
have identified five different 
authorities and firms who 
could be responsible. 

The council in charge of the 
neighbourhood denies any res- 
ponsibility. and under current 
British law the firm operating it 
ceased to be reponsible once it 
stopped operating. 

Following the explosion, the 
council sank boreholes into the 
tip and installed a large, noisy 
motor to pump out gas from 
under the ground 24 hours a 
day.

PROVIDENCE, Rhode 
Island. (Reuter): Scientists 
from nearly 20 institutions, 
using evidence from lake and 
ocean beds, have developed a 
history of earth’s climate dat- 
i ing back 18.000 years. 

The findings, as well as sol- 
ving several mysteries about 
the weather in ancient times. 
Will help scientists confirm and 
improve forecasts about the 
‘greenhouse effect' which is 
expected to *varm the planet 
dramatically. 

“By gaining a better under- 
standing of how the global 
climate' system works, we're 
contributing to the ability to 
predict future climate chan- 
ges". said Thompson Webb, 
one of the leaders of the co- 
operative holocene mapping 
project (COHMAP). 

The group's findings were 
reported in a recent issue of the 
journal ‘Scince'. 

The group found that much 
of the southwestern United 
States was once far wetter than 
it is today, and that a giant ice 
sheet which covered Eastern 
Canada up to 9.000 years ago 
helped delay a heat wave that 
was later felt throughout much 
of the rest of the world. 

Many of Africa’s desert i 
areas were far wetter 9,000 
years ago, with fresh water 
lakes created by strong summer 


monsoons. 


Such weather patterns, 
Webb said, explains why 
skeletons ofcrocodiles and hip- 
popotamuses have been found 
in the Sahara desert. 

John Kulzbach, director of 
COHMAP and director of the 
■Centre for Climatic Research 
at the University of Wisconsin, 
said it was important to recon- 
struct past weather patterns 
because climate experts can 
compare Lhe actual conditions 
to what computer models say 
the weather should have been in 
pre-historic times. 

“We know whal happened in 
the past, so we can tell if (the 
computers) are right," said 
Kutzbach. 

Computer models are telling 
scientists that pollution will 
cause earth’s climate to warm 
up. 

Some researchers have tried 
to develop temperature maps 
that are specific to each region, 
but “when it comes to the 
ability to predict regional 
effects, you have to lake such 
predictions with a grain of 
salt." said Webb, a geologist at 
Brown University in 
Providence.

In 
partnership with the session 
drummer Steve Jordan, whom 
he met in Paris during the mak- 
ing of Dirty Work. Richards 
convened a stellar mob of 
predominantly American 
musicians, including Funk- 
adelic bassist Bootsy Collins. 
Allman Brothers keyboard 
player Chuck Leave'll and 
James Brown's sax player 
Macco Parker. The resulting 
recording is a grainy, refreshin- 
gly soulfoul collection of 1 1 
new songs entitled Talk Is 
Cheap. 

“I'm quite happy with it. 
especially for a first bash.” 
pronounces Richards, who is 


.now planning to record solo 
again. “As I said to Ihe Stones, 
Tf you let me out of the cage 
you’ll have a job getting me 
back in.' ” Indeed, he has a 
four-piece band from the ses- 
sions including Jordan on 
drums, which he plans to take 
on a tour of the American 
theatre circuit before Christ- 
mas. 

The relationship between 
Jagger and Richards, never 
smooth at the best of times, hit 
rock bottom in the aftermath of 
Dirty Work and the frank air- 
ing of grievances in interviews, 
which led some observers to 
conclude that at long last it 
really was all over for the 
Slones. Not so, according to 
Richards, who states 
categorically that plans are in 
band for an album and a tour 
next year. 

“I've seen Mick quite a lot 
recently for an evening here and 
there. Sometimes it's been quite 
encouraging and other times I 
fly off the handle. But it has to 
come out. To me, it's like grow- 
ing pains more than anything 
else. 

I think that the Stones can 
definitely get back togetherand 
still do some interesting stuff, 
because I think they're in a 
unique position.

An Irving spokesman said its 
board would vote on Friday on 
management's agreement to 
mergewith Bank of New York. 

If Irving's board accepts the 
recommendation of Irving chair- 
man Joseph Rice, it will waive a 
New York stale anti-takeover 
law. strike down its anti-tak- 
eover defences and end lawsuits 
it had brought. 

Merger 

Rice said he would retire once 
the merger was completed. No 
decision has been made on 
whether to retain the Irving 
name, a Bank of New York spok- 
esman said. 

Irving's energetic campaign to 
remain independent included 
rushing into the arras of Italian 
White Knight Banca Commer- 
ciale Italians, which offered to 
buy a controlling stake in Irving. 

But the Milan-based institu- 
tion withdrew its offer in August 
after the US Federal Reserve, 
which regulates bank holding 
companies, made a takeover 
more difficult. 

Irving's independence effort 
was dealt a crushing blow on 
T uesday when a New York State 
appeals court upheld a number 
of earlier rulings, including one 
that struck down part or Irving's 
poison pill, or anti-takeover 
defences.

Roumi opposes emergency OPEC talks 


KPC official sees further oil price drop 


KUWAIT. Oct 7, (Agencies): A 
senior Kuwaiti oil official has 
predicted, world oil prices will 
continue to fall unless OPEC 
deals .with overproduction and 
other problems, but he opposed 
an emergency meeting of the 13- 
nation group. 1 

Abdullah A1 Roumi. executive 
assistant managing director for 
sales at the Kuwait Petroleum 
Corporation (KPC). also called 
his country's output quota 
within the Organisation of 
Petroleum Countries (OPEC) 
unjust. 

Increase 

"Until now it (Kuwait) bears 
an unjust production quota that 
does not correspond to its 
production in the past, with its 
giant reserves or with its internal 
needs," he told the daily Al 
Anbaa in remarks published 
today. 

He did not say what he 
thought Kuwait's quota should 
be. or if Kuwait would demand 
an increase at the next OPEC 


meeting scheduled for Nov 21 in 
Vienna.- < ' 

Kuwait now has. a quota of 
996,000 bands per day (BPD). 
but a Reuter survey putits actual 
September output at an average 
1.6 million BPD. 

OPEC production hikes have 
flooded the world market with 
oil and seat prices to more than 
$8 below the group's official ben- 
chmark? of SI 8 a barrel, oil 
analysts say. 

Roumi warned of a "tragedy" 
if winter in the main consuming 
countries did not spur demand 
for oil early next year. 

"The world oil market is now 
heading for the unknown 
because of the behaviour of some 
producing countries inside . the 
outside OPEC," he said. 

Problems 

"As longas problems in OPEC 
remain hanging ... oil prices, will, 
continue to decline to levels 
below what they are now," he 
added. 

The KPC official opposed a

“There are big problems, and 
an OPEC emergency meeting 
may not be beneficial in these 
circumstances,'' he said.

US business experts predict 
economy slowing over next 2 years 


HOT SPRINGS, Va.. Oct 7, 
(Reuter): America's business 
leaders today predicted the econ^ 
omy would slow significantly 
over the next two years, but not 
before completing a strong per- 
formance this year. 

The semi-annual forecast of 
the Business Council, a group of 
chief executives of major US 
companies, is more optimistic 
than the projections of several 
private economists but less rosy 
than the longer-term outlook of 
the Reagan administration. 

The council’s report, a consen- 
sus view of about 20 corporate . 
economists and chief financial 
officers, predicts a robust 3.1 per 
cent expansion of the economy 
for the year ended in the fourth 
quarter 1988, similar to the 
administration’s 3.0 per cent 
forecast.

' 1989 and beyond diverge widely, 
with some predicting a recession, 
but most expecting a "soft land- 
ing" of slower growth.

"It is simply an easing of the 
overall economic performance," 
Reed said. 

The administration has 
predicted 3.3 per cent growth in 
each of the next two years but 90 
per cent of the economists polled 
m a recent National Association 
of Business Economists survey 
expected a recession either next 
year or in 1990. 

Predictions of a slowdown or 
recession have bora rampant 
since last October’s stock market 
crash, but the economy so far has 
stubbornly refused to oblige. 

The economy is nearing its 
sixth consecutive year of growth, 
in the first half of thisyearitgrew 
at a 3.2 per cent annual rate. 

The council predicted that 
consumer spending, a key com- 
ponent of economic growth, 
would grow at a slower rate than 


ceiling of 15.06 million BPD 
excluding Iraq, which refused 
any quota less than that of its war 
foe Iran. 

“A tragedy may occur in the 
first quarter of next year if the 
winter in the main consuming 
countries is not cold," Roumi 
was quoted as saying. 

Asked about unspecified 
accusations against Kuwait, 
Roumi said. “We must not forget 
the great sacrifices Kuwait has 
made to defend the OPEC 
price." This was a reference 10

Producers 

But Roumi said non-OPEC 
producers were also to blame. He 
accused them of “hitching a free 
ride on OPECs back.” 

“Poor OPEC has always 
carried the burden of defending 
prices while other non-member 
states have increased their out- 
put." he said. 

Indonesia on Wednesday war- 
ned it would break, ranks with its 


12 OPEC partners if the oil 
organisation failed “to put its 
own house in order" and to 
ensure that all members honour 
production quotas. 

"We are against unilateral 
.action, but there are limits to

US inflation expected 
to hold at 4pc, says envoy 

UNITED NATIONS, Oct 7, (Reuter): The US inflation rate is 
expected to remain in the four per cent range and fears about the 
impact of last October's stock market crash are unjustified, 
American Ambassador Lester Korn said on Wednesday. Addres- 
sing the General Assembly's Economic and Financial Commit- 
tee, Korn said inflation in the developed countries would remain 
low while prices for most commodities had finned. “In many 
respects, the US economy is making a major contribution to 
continued economic growth. We are in the 71st month of the 
longest peacetime expansion on record with the official forecast 
calling for real 1988 GNP (gross national product) growth of 
around 3.5 per cent. "Earlier fears about the impact of last 
October's stock market decline proved to be unjustified. Despite 
the harshest US drought in 50 years, we expect US inflation to 
remain in the four per cent range." Korn said American expansion 
was being sustained as the federal budget deficit was reduced. 
"The US has not achieved this positive record alone." be said. 
"To a large degree, our success has reflected the increased co- 
operation among the industrialised countries, developing coun- 
tries and international institutions, all of which have a major role 
to play in the management of the world economy." Korn said the 
natural environment was critical to development and vital to 
global well-being. All governments must recognise that human 
activities and the wastes they produce have a potential to change 
the planet fundamentally and detrimentally, he said. Global 
environmental problems demand global co-operation to protect 
our c omm on oceans and air, our forest and wetlands and the 
diversity oflife that nurtures and sustains our world," Kora said. 
He said the United States would actively participate in a new UN- 
sponsored inter-governmental panel on climate change. Soviet 
Ambassador Aleksandr Belonogov said the environment called 
for immediate action as humanity and nature had evolved into a 
dangerous relationship. 

US should rely less on 
imported oil, says Bush 

OKLAHOMA CITY', Okla., Oct 7, (Reuter): Vice-President 
George Bush said yesterday the United States should produce 
more oil and natural gas and rely less on energy imports from the 
Middle East. "The American energy industry is too important to 
oar national security to have its economic underpinnings totally 
dependent on the political climate of the Middle East," he told a 
political rally in this oil-producing state. The Republican 
presidential nominee said be sympathised with the region, which 
has been hit by lower oil and gas prices. Bush worked for 18 years 
in the oil business, running ami oil firm in Texas. “I keep an eye on 
the (oil) prices and this week’s dip has been a todgh one." he told 
the cheering crowd. Bush said US oil imports were climbing and 
would reach 10 million barrels per day by 1995, 60 per cent of 
consumption. “That is not an acceptable energy policy for the 
United States and ( intend to change it,” he said. He called for 
elimination of restrictions on fluctuations in natural gas prices 
and Incentives to produce methanol, a by-product of wood that 
when used in cars produces less pollution than petrol- He said 
there should be tax incentives, primarily aimed at small, indepen- 
dent drillers, to reduce the cost of oil and gas exploration and 
production.

GENEVA, Oct 7. (Reuter): 
Japan asked the GATT trade 
body on Thursday to set up a 
dispute settlement panel to rule 
on the legality of ami-dumping 
duties levied by the European 
Economic Community ( EEC) on 
its electronic products, trade 
sources said. 

It is the first time that Japan — 
whose trade policies are 
increasingly under attack - has 
called on the 96-nation General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT) lo resolve a bilateral 
row with a trading partner. 

In a paper submitted to the 
GATT secretarial. Tokyo char- 
ged the EEC duties broke GATT 
rules, and asked the ruling coun- 
cil to establish a dispute panel at 
its next meeting on October 19- 
20 . 

The community last April 
slapped duties on electronic 
typewriters and scales assembled 
from imported components by 
five Japanese firms operating 
plants iiu he 12-na t iotv bloc.. .. 

The E EC has a rgued the penal- 
ties do not violate GATT rules, 
saying such 'screwdriver-plants' 
were set up to circumvent its 
newest anti-dumping regula- 
tions covering imported elec- 
tronic typewriters, scales, 
excavators, photocopiers and 
ballbearings.

OPEC likely to raise quota ceiling 


NEW YORK, Oct 7, (Reuter): 
OPEC members, facing rising 
output and a free-fall in oil 
prices, may have to consider the 
unusual step of raising assigned 
quotas in order to bring down 
actual production, according to 
US oil industry analysts. 

OPEC may have to take this 
ordinarily price-depressing step 
in order to re-establish its 
credibility and stop the year-long . 
decline in oil prices that has 
accelerated of late. 

In January the US benchmark 
crude was trading at $ 1 8 a barrel, 
which remains OPEC's sup- 
posed target.' On Tuesday the 
November crude oil futures con- 
tract dropped as low as $ 1 2.28 a 
barrel, the lowest level since 
pricesdipped below the 1 0-dollar 
mark in 1986. 

“OPEC is at a critical junc- 
ture," Rahi Abu Khadra, oil 
analyst with the Centre for 
Strategic and International 


Studies in Washington, said yes- 
terday. 

“Recent high levels of over- 
production and cheating on 
official prices mocks, their 
current system for $18 a barrel 
oil.’* 

Over-production may in fact 
be a strategic attempt by some 
Gulf members to gain leverage so 
they can be granted higher 
quotas at the next OPEC minis- 
terial meeting on November 21, 
industry experts said.

British Steel to be sold off next month 


LONDON, Oct 7, (AP): The 
government said yesterday it will 
sell stale-owned British Steel Co. 
to Lhe public in late November as 
planned, at a price to be disclosed 
later. 

Analysts said they expect the 
sale to raise £2 billion. 

It will be the first privatisation 
since the disastrous sell-ofTofthe 
government's one-third slake in 
British Petroleum Co. Pic. which 
coincided with fall's slock 
market crash. 

That£7.2-biIlion BP share sale 
was a flop with investors and left 
underwriters holding large 
chunks of the siock. 

Buyer 

Kuwait subsequently stepped 
in as a buyer, accumulating a 22 
.per cent stake in the oil giant 
which the government this week 
ordered more lhan halved, say- 
ing such a large holding would 
conflict with the public interest. 

The government said it will 
hold a special share in British 
Steel for five years after the sale 
to prevent any single holding 
exceeding 15 per cent. 

Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's government has sold 
ofTbillionsof pounds (dollars) of 
stale-owned assets to the public 
to promote capitalism and wider 
share ownership. Past sales have 
included British Airways Pic.

Industrial economies growing at4pc: OECD 


PARIS, Oct 7, (AP): The impact 
of exchange rate changes in 
recent years on correcting exter- 
nal imbalances may disappear 
soon, and the dollar’s rise so far 
this yea r may slow the correction 
of the massive US external 
deficit, the chief of the OECD 
said yesterday. 

In an address to the Council of 
Europe's Parliamentary Assem- 
bly in Strasbourg. Jean-Claude 
Paye. secretary-general of the 
Organisation for Economic Co- 
operation and Development, 
said the growth of economic 
activity in the Western indus- 
trialised democracies in i 988 will 
be much faster lhan the OECD 
originally predicted. 

A copy of Paye’s speech was 
released in Paris. 

Estimates 

The average growth rale of the 
24 OECD economies in the first 
half of this year has been running 
at around 4 per cent, and it 
appears “likely to remain at 
much the same level in the second 
half of 1 988 and could start to fall 
thereafter." 

This would be in line with 


latest estimates by the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF), 
predicting an inflation-adjusted , 
growth rate for the industrialised 
economies in 1988 of 3.9 percent. 

OECD projections • made 
public in June indicated a growth 
rate of 3 per cent in 1 988, slowing 
lo 2.5 percent in 1989. 

Paye also suggested that the 
OECD now believes that the rate 
of inflation will be very slightly 
higher than previously 
estimated, rising to a 4 per cent 
annual rate in the second half of 
this year from 3.5 per cent in 
1987. 

The OECD’s unemployment 
rate has on average improved 
somewhat he said. But the situa- 
tion varies widely from country 
to country, ranging from a 2.5 
per cent unemployment rale in 
Japan to France’s 10.5 percent 
rate.

Kuwait to lower investment profile * 


KUWAIT, Oct 7, (Renter): 
Kuwait will probably lower its 
international investment profile 
in response to Britain's demand 
that it heavily cuts its stake in 
British Petroleum Co PLC (BP), 
a Kuwait Investment Authority 
official said yesterday. 

He described the British ruling 
as “terrible" and said it was likely 
to discourage major new stakes 
in foreign firms, encouraging the 
Investment Authority and 
affiliates to stick to small hold- 
ings less likely to make waves. 

Britain demanded on Tuesday 
that the Kuwait Investment 
Office (KIO), the London-based 
investment arm of the Kuwaiti 
government, cut its stake in BPto 
9.9 percent from the current 21 .6 
percent within a year. 

Decision 

The ruling followed a Mon- 
opolies and Mergers Commis- 
sion inquiry which found a 
potential conflict of interest. 
Kuwait is a major oil producer 
an dm ember of the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 


tries (OPEC). 

Kuwaiti newspapers on 
Thursday criticised the decision 
and said Kuwait one of the 
world’s largest investors, would 
now have to review its invest- 
ments in Britain. 

KIO built up its stake after last 
October’s world stock market 
crash jeopardised a government 
plan to sell BP shares to the 
public. 

Kuwait has reserves totalling 
some $80 billion, much of it 
invested in foreign stocks, bonds 
and real estate.

US jobless rate dips to 5.4pc 


WASHINGTON, Oct 7. (Reu- 
ter): The USjobless rate fell to 5.4 
per cent in September from 5.6 
per cent in August even though 
employers hired fewer new work- . 
ers than expected, the govern- 
ment said today. 

Non-farm businesses hired 
255,000 workers last month com- 
pared with 169,000 in August, 
the Labour Department said. 
Forecasters had expected a rise 
of about 280,000 in non-farm 
payroll employment. The jobless 
figure provides the first glimpse 
of how the economy performed 
in September. 

Drop 

The drop in the jo bless ra te will 
be welcome news to Vice- 
President George Bush as he 
beats the drum for the

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Salman Rushdie taxes the reader’s patience

SALMAN Rushdie's . 'first 
novel in five years. The Satanic 
Verses, begins with a fail, the 
fail of the novel’s two principal 
characters— cartwheeling, legs 
wrapped around each other's 
neck — as they plummet From 
their Air Indiajumbo jet, blown 
apart -by terrorists, to the 
ground below. . 

While falling, they chaL One 
of the characters sings. A 
woman appears, she has 
lacquered hair and a diamond 
in her nose and, sitting atop a 
carpet, she talks about love. 
Her husband makes ball- bear- 
ings; the woman, we learn later, 
is dead. And then our two 
heroes splash down into the 
sea, survive and are washed 
ashore in Britain. 

One of the characters is 
named Chamcha and he has a i 
famous voice: it is the voice you 
hear in television advert- 
isements when a frozen pea, a 

S ack of sausages or a garlic- 
avoured crisp has to talk 
Chamcha is Indian and, after 
being washed ashore, is suspec- 
ted of entering Britain illegally 
and is consequently arrested. 
While being driven atyay, 
Chamcha, who is confused 
(and can you blame him ?), has 
the misfortune of turning into a ' 
goat, compounded by the 
humiliation of uncontrollably 
spilling soft, dark pellets across 
the floor of the police van. 

Extraordinary 

The other fallen character is 
Gibreel, a famous Bombay 
actor, who takes up with an 88- 
y ear-old widow, dons a smok- 
ing jacket, charms the police 
when they drop round and 
eventually start wearing a hat 
to cover what he. like a modern 
Gabriel, discovers he has 
acquired: a halo. 

This is an extraordinary 
opening. Dense with detail 
essential to what comes later, it 
can also be a little mystifying. 
Some readers may not get 
beyond it, which would be a 
waste since its initial inacces- 
sibility is momentary, a small 
price for an admission ticket to 
a masterpiece of a novel that is 
more ambitious than any other 
fiction being written today.' 

Gibreel is; or at least appears 
to be. an angel of good: an 
overworked coach on the side 
of justice. Chamcha, with 
horns, hooves and a huge erec- 
tion, is salanic, someone on the 
wrong side, a malign man- 
ipulator. 

He is, after all, the voice of

bubble-baths and fast food. 

The novel is a fable, perhaps an 
allegory. And when Chamcha 
later assumes the features of 
Gibreel and is clearly the good 
guy, and Gibreel assumes some 
of the features of Chamcha and 
is clearly the bad guy (and kills 
himself to boot), we are temp- 
ted to infer that something is 
being said about the interchan- 
geable nature of good and evil. 

Structure <. 

The idea of good and evil 
gives the novel a structure, 
alternating between a view of * 
the world as seen by Chamcha 
and one as seen By Gibreel or, 
rather, as dreamed by Gibreel, 
who has a tendency to fall 
asleep and recreate history. 

Yet to talk about the book 
■ simply as a novel of good and 
evil distorts it. The Satanic Ver- 
ses is one of the few novels that 
we can open' at random and be 
surprised- ■ or»- re-engaged- -by “■ ' 
what we find even if we have 
read it before. There is Jahilia, a 
city of sand where it can never 
rain and in which the enemy is 
waLer. There is Avesba the - 
epileptic empress who makes 
the devout prove their faith by 
walking across the sea, which 


they duly try to do and are duly 
drowned. There is Alleluia 
Cone, the ice queen who dis- 
covers ghosts at the top of 
Everest 

There is a chapter in which 
the temperature of London is 
increased to a tropical heat a 
reconstructed version of Dick- 
ens' East End and a party 
featuring virtually every 
character of the novel culmin- 
ating in Gibreel losing his san- 
ity and becoming the angel 
Gabriel. 

This is the imagination 
working at quite a pitch. Joyce 
has been here before, but not 
many others. It is writing of 
unparalleled power. 

The Satanic Verses works on 
an unusual level: it is address- 
ing the appetities of the mind, 
its craving for pattern, 
moralities, answers, right, 
wrong, God.

WHEN Kingsley Amis's 
fourth novel. Take a Girl Like 
You was published in 1960. it 
was hailed by one critic (as the 
blurb on my Penguin copy 
reminds me) as “incendiary 
stuff ... a really formidable 
blaze.” The hand-rubbing, 
schoolmasterly enthusiasm of 
those phrases says almost as 
much as the words themselves: 
it is the sound of a critical 
establishment grinning and 
bobbing its bead as it tries to 
conceal its all too evident 
unease. 

After all, young Amis was a 
well-known iconoclast, wasn’t 
he? The comic scenes in his 
novels depended on ridiculing 
figures of authority, didn’t 
they? His writing was unbeara- 
bly explicit — not about sex 
(that would have been beara- 
ble) but about lechery. And yel 
behind it all there could be 
glimpsed an order of moral 
values which was, well, old- 
fashioned in its solidity, and to 
which even his most disreputa- 
ble anti-heroes somehow sub- 
mitted in the end. 

Kindled 

Twenty-eight years later. 
Amis has kindled a new and 
rather different fire from the 
embers of the blaze. In Difficul- 
ties with Girls he picks up the 
central characters of Take a 
Girl Like You and sets them 
down in Swinging London. The 
year is 1967. Patrick Standish 
works for a firm of publishers 
now: a small firm, but forward- 
looking in its way, with its Poets 
in Progress series and its edi- 
tions of the latest works of 
Mabuse (The Mode Is The 
Meaning. The Ethics of Insur- 
gency, and so on). 

Jenny Standish (nee Bunn) 
has also given up her teaching 
job. She has had one mis- 
carriage, and has almost got 
over the knowledge that she 
will never have any children; 
but the knowledge that 
marriage has not restrained; 
and never will restrain. 
Patrick's lustful attentions to 
other women, is still sometimes 
too difficult to bear. It is, after 
all, her love for him which has 
attuned her so closely lo his 
mind that she can see through

all his sordid lies and subter-' 
fuges — to the point where that 
love must surely be corroded 
out of existence by. the 
knowledge it brings her. 

Thai familiarity should 
breed contempt is a managea- 
ble fact of life: that love should 
breed it too seems unneces- 
sarily cruel, but what else could 
it breed, when its object is 
someone capable of such uns- 
toppable disingenuousness as 
this: “I told you 1 was going to 
be better, a belter husband. 
Well, I am. ‘I’ve never admitted 
having an affair before unless 
I’ve had to, have I? 

The plot of Difficulties with 
Girlsdoes not, however, simply 
explore the history of Patrick’s 
infidelities. In fact it is hard to 
say whether the book has a plot, 
in'ihe old-fashioned sense, at 
all. It is more like a set of varia- 
tions on a theme, with each 
character weaving into the 
story his own particular 
experience of difficulties with 
girls. 

There is even a walk-on part 
for Graham McClintoch (the 
literal-minded Scottish chemis- 
try master from Take a Girl 
Like You), who shows a 
photograph of his newly 
acquired wife to Patrick and 
tries lo explain, with almost 
panic-stricken matter-of-fact- 
ness, the awfulness of their co- 
existence. (“Well, take into 
account that my wife is talk- 
ative by nature. Very talk- 
ative.;.”) 


At times, this book reminds 
me of one of those- 18th-century 
novels where each new person 
to get into the stage-coach con- 
tributes, in turn, the story ofhis 
life. The stage-coach in this case 
is the block of flats where 
Patrick and Jenny live; the 
other inhabitants include an 
empty-headed married woman 
who responds with wince-mak- 
ing romanticism to Patrick's 
lust, and a homosexual civil 
servant, whose relations with 
his live-in lover are an extreme 
case of difficulties with — well, 
with feminity anyway. 

And then there is the new 
neigh bour.Tim. foolish, decep- 
tive and yet ineradicably 
innocent, whose difficulty 
(which occurs with girls each 
time at an embarrassingly 
crucial moment) has led him, 
via a Harley Street psychiatrist, 
to believe that he must be 
homosexual. 

There is, then, a gallery of 
misfits here sufficient to stand 
alongside the cast-list of earlier 
comic masterpieces such as 
Take a Girl Like You. But the 
nature of the comedy has chan- 
ged. 

In one sense, the mood is 
more bitter now: much of the 
misogyny expressed by Patrick 

and his male friends remains 
uncontradicted by events, and 
the moral shallowness of 
Patrick's character is all the 
more painfully obvious, now 
that Mr Amis has perfected his 
technique of presenting 
shallow characters, so to speak, 
in depth. 

Comedy 

But at the same time the 
comedy has become gentler 
too. Those touches of Sixties 
grotesquerie which young 
Amis would have ridiculed 
mercilessly are now,depicted by 
old Amis with almost loving 
fascination — the sort of Jove, 
at any rale, which Flaubert 
came to feel for human 
stupidity. And the growth in 
moral stature of Jenny’s 
character as the book progres- 
ses blossoms, almost without 
our noticing it, into a generous 
reaffirmation of human good- 
ness.

A star in the age 
of the paparazzi

1 ONCE asked Noel Coward 
about the stage play he had 
allegedly written based on Star 
Quality. Well, he said, he had - 
completed it and then decided it 
was not interesting enough to 
put on. 

The trouble was that it was 
exclusively about the trials and 
tribulations of show business, 
and while everyone inside show 
business thought everything 
that happened to them was of 
absorbing interest, no one out- 
side gave a damn about bow a 
show got on the road, provided 
it did. 

Faced with a book about an 
actor the size of Melvyn 
Bragg's new biography of 
Richard Burton, it is difficult to 
dismiss Cowaxd’s strictures. 
Has there ever been an actor to 
whom nothing happened that 
was not showbiz, who was yet 
interesting enough to sustain 
such detailed personal con- 
sideration? 

Fans of Mommy Dearest 
and My Mother's Keeper 
would probably agree that they 
come within toe Coward 
guidelines. And autobiogra- 
phies are different,- since they 
ultimately depend more on the 
talent of the writer to make 
what happened to him interest- 
ing than on the inheren t interest 
of whatever it was. 

Advantage 

Here, at least. Rich has an 
advantage: the very extensive 
use it makes of Burton's own 
unpublished notebooks. We 
knew already that Burton had 
ambitions as a writer, culled, 
perhaps, from early contacts 
with Dylan Thomas. (Thomas, 
certainly, seems to be the stron- 
gest influence on pieces publi- 
shed during Burton's lifetime). 
And whenever he got fed up 
with the acting game, or some- 
how disillusioned. Burton - 
would regularly think he might 
become a writer instead. 

So it is not surprising that we 
catch a glimpse of him keeping 
a rather ordinary 14- year-old 
schoolboy's diary, shortly 
- before the start of his relation- 
ship with Philip Burton, the 
“spotless bachelor” ("impro- 


priety unthinkable,” 

telegraphs Bragg) who W3S to 
become his sponsor, mentor, 
and surrogate father, and hand 
on his name. 

From 1966 onwards, he kepi 
intermittently notebook 
diaries-cum-commonplace bo- 
oks which had amounted by the 
□me of his death to 330,000 
words. 

These would seem to have 
gathered up his passing com- 
ments on books he was reading 
and events of the day. mostly 
unexceptional (be is shocked by 
Stephen Ward’s trial, wry' 
about Teddy Kennedy’s mis- 
fortunes, and so on); ihey are 
really interesting only on three 
things: his professional self- 
analysis. his relations with 
Elizabeth Taylor (the 
notebooks begin ground The 
Taming of the Shrew), and the 
occasional critical comment 
about fellow actors. One gels 
the impression that Bragg 'has 
salvaged everything (and per- 
haps rather more than every- 
thing) worth keeping. 

So. then, why this book? Not 
just, I think, because Burton 
had his name in Lights through- 
out the world, for so have many 
others not deemed suitable for 
this hefty memorializing. Was 
be, finally, the star who came in 
from the cold, giving up 
brillianL prospects in the 
theatre for the creature com- 
forts of a place in the Holly- 
wood sun? Or was he. rather, 
the star who never (quite) was? 
Whatever may be thought of 
his acting skills on stage or film, 
the fact remains unarguable 
that his real fame stems from 
his relationship with Elizabeth 
Taylor, begun when, after a not 
particularly distinguished 
career in films, he was second 
choice to play Antony to her 
Cleopatra. From then on the 
world was agog — but about 
the pair of them rather tha n him 
in particular, even after they 
had divorced, remarried, 
redivorced, and gone through 
further spouse or two apiece. 

He always liked to say that 
she was the better actor. 
Whether he really meant it or 
not, as far as the screen is con- 
cerned he was probably right. 
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The many faces of Richard Burton: whatever may be thought ofhis acting skills, the fact remains that 
bis real fame stems from his relationship with Elizabeth Taylor 


She w as certainly the more con-’ 
vincing moviesiar. But then she 
had been a star in the era of 
Louella and Hedda. when peo- 
ple were interested in your 
private life because of what you 
did on the screen. He became a 
star in the age of the paparazzi 
when the tail of private life ten- 
ded lo wag the dog of career. 

Too often he just walked 
through his role with evident 
boredom; occasionally he acted 
too much, as though to remind 
us that he had played Hamlet. 

In one of the more striking 
notebook aside:: he compares 
himselof (defensively) with 
Paul Scoifieid* no one remem- 
bers, he say .that Scofield bust 
a gut to beL .me a movie star 
and failed But one wonders 
whether a more immediate 
comparison would not be with 
John Neville: Neville, loo. was 
touted us the next great actor, 
but shortly disappeared lo re- 
emerge in Canada as a respec- 
ted director and manager. 

Who knows what would 


have happened to Burton if he 
had not shifted lo the cinema 
when he did? The fantasy of the 
great career one might ha\ c had 
is always more comfortable 
than the hard slog of actually 
trying to live it out. And Burton 
seems to have been, for all his 
intelligence and superficial 
energy, deeply lazy. 

Memory 

He was. of course, one of a 
generation of “Celtic” drink- 
ing, roistering, headline-hit- 
lers. Irish (Richard Harris. 
Peter O’Toole) and Welsh 
(himself. Stanley Baker). He 
cheerfully speculated that, in 
h«s own case, this might come 
from a fear of homosexual lily. 
More likely, for all of them, it 
stemmed from a deep doubt a 
bout whether being a film star 
was any job fit for a man. 

Since everyone else will. I 
cannot resist contributing my 
most vivid memory of him 
(them), which seems io me par- 
ticularly typical of the charm. 


the irritant quality, and the 
characteristic mixing of 
motives. 

i had gone to Sardinia to see 
some shooting on Boom. As 
chance would have it, 1 was first 
introduced to Elizabeth 
Taylor. Her response was brief 
and to the point: 10 words, 
mostly choice expletives, and 
ofi’she swept.

Confessions of a diary- reading author 


By James Lees-Milne 

UNLIKE a biography, a diary 
cannot tell the complete or 
unbiased story of a fife. At best 
it is a collection of jottings. It 
has no beginning, ' little 
sequence and no end. Theauth- 
or's early and usually last years 
are lacking. 

Generally speaking, diaries 
can be divided into chronicles 
of public events, travel, and 
private actions and reflections. 
The first sort, kept by Thomas 
Creevey and Richard Cross- 
man, being exclusively 
political, have no appeal for 
me. The second concern me 
only ifl am visiting or writing 
about the places they describe. 
The third invariably fascinate 
me. 

Now why on earth do people 
keep diaries? No doubt the 
majority hope that one day they 
may be published. I don't see 
anything reprehensible in this 
harmless desire. Nor do I 
believe that the majority of 
diarists write for their own eyes 
exclusively. It is true, so the 
diary expert Simon Brett says, 
that all are to some degree self- 
conscious. He instances that 
strutting, rutting, cock-robin 
of a man, Samuel Pepys, who. 
although he wrote in shorth- 
and, often lapsed coyly into a 
gruesome kind of Esperanto 
when recording his sexual 
exploits: 

Going to bed she undressed 
1 me, and there I did give -her 
good advice and baso la, ella 
weeping still; and yo did take 
her, the first time in my life, 

! sobra mi genu and did poner 
mu mano sub her jupes and 
toca su thing... 

Exhibitionist 

Some diarists are frankly 
exhibitionist. Some treat their 
diary as a Father Confessor, 
seelang absolution from , sin 
and spiritual guidance; others 
as the never-complaining, all- 
understanding friend, the 
repository of confidence, and 
comforterin limes of emotional 
stress. 

Fanny Burney addressed 
hers to “Nobody” because 
“Nobody" would not repeat 
her confidences. Elizabeth 
Barrett had from the start grave 
misgivings: “How could I write 
a diary without throwing upon 
paper ray thoughts?” How 
indeed?” “And then how could 
I bear to look on them after

they were written?” She should 
have known better than to 
think of doing such a rash 
thing. 

Byron was far less naive. He 
regarded his diary as a relief to 
his feelings. “When I am tired ... 
out come this, and down goes 
everything. But I can’t read it 
over and God knows what con- 
tradictions it may contain.” He 
was far astuier than E. Barrett: 
“If I am sincere with myself, 
(but I fear one lies more lo 
oneself than to anyone else), 
every page should confute, 
refute, and utterly abjure its 
predecessor” — which con- 
firms the fact that a diarist can 
draw only a one-dimensional 
portrait of himself. Unlike the 
biographer he is inconsistent 
and swayed by every wind that 
blows. 

What mailers most is that a 
diary should not be boring. To 
be unboring the writer should, I 
suggest, observe certain rules. 
He should make his entries 
daily so that they be immediate, 
not retrospective. He should 
not correct or polish them, for 
that leads to loss of spontan- 
eity. Let him dash down the 
words, heedless of grammar 
and repetitions. 

Admittedly when publica- 
tion dawns he will be tempted, 
and should resist as far as possi- 
ble, to omit or modify shameful 
recordings. The moment a diar- 
ist laments that he is losing the 
regular daily habit, beware. He 
is becoming a bore. Sir Walter 
Scott admitted on Feb 1, 1828 
that he was "fishing for tbe lost 
recollections of the days since 
the 21 January.” Henceforth 
his journals become unreada- 
ble. The last rule is. never show 
your diary in manuscript to a 
living soul. • 


Candour is the greatest 
quality ofa good diarist. Can he 
be truly honest? It is very dif- 
ficult. The temptation to be 
scrupulous about thoughts and 
events concerning oneself, 
however unscrupulous one 
may be in recounting those of 
others, is ever present. Chips 
Channon asked: “What is more 
dull than a discreet diary? One 
might just as well have a dis- 
creet soul.” He at least could 
not be upbraided for that. The 
readability of a diary is not 
governed by the niceness or 
nastiness of its author. Some of 
the best diarists have been 
blatant cads; some show-offs; 
some whiners; some frankly 
disagreeable, like the 5th Vis- 
count Torrington who was 
always grumbling, carping and 
criticising other people's 
houses. Hemuslhave been con- 
sumed with envy. Some find 
their diary the only means of 
revenge upon life, like poor 
Addington Svmonds who was 
homosexual in pre-Wolfenden 
days. 

A concern commonly shared 
by diarists is death. Even Pepys 
and Noel Coward went in awe 
of it. In consequence nearly all 
diaries are sad. This is not per- 
haps surprising since diarists 
are an introspective lot One 
has merely to think of Ben- 
jamin R. Haydon pathetically 
striving to maintain his self- 
confidence. His . end was 
suicide.as was Virginia Woolfs 
— - probably for the same 
reason. 

It always surprises me how 
most diansts have neglected to 
explain ordinary mundane 
things like, say, the speed at 
which news travelled before 
trains and telegraphs were 
invented, and the relative 


values of money. For whereas a 
Georgian squire might pay bis 
groom £5 a year he would loss a 
guinea lo a ragged youth who 
opened a gate for him out hunt- 
ing. It is well to bear in mind the 
simple details which posterity 
likes to learn about. What was 
the first thing their forebears 
did on rising? Relieve them- 
selves? Into what? Did the well- 
to-do have to walk in winter 
darkness and cold lo a garden 
privy? With a rush light? And 
was paper, or wool, or dried 
grass provided? Did they strip 
and wash the whole body with 
soap (where indeed did the soap 
come from?), or allow a natural 
grease to accumulate? How dis- 
agreeably did they smell? How 
often, if at all, were their outer 
garments cleaned? 

Arbitrary 

A choice of favourite diaries 
must be arbitrary. But for sheer 
wit, ludicrous incident, pen- 
etrating assessment of people 
and splendid writing I plum for 
those of Byron, Virginia Woolf 
and Harold Nicolson. Byron, 
very introvert, suffered acutely 
from “angst.” One is not for a 
moment taken in by his 
delicious cynicism, self-dis- 
paragement and contempt for 
“poesie”, which he called iL as 
beneath a nobleman's dignity. 
“Who would write, who had 
anything better to do?” he 
asked. Longue in cheek. 1 find 
his apohthegms irresistible. 
“When one extracts from life 
infancy (which is vegetation) — 
sleep, eating and swilling — 
buttoning and unbuttoning — 
how much remains of dow- 
nright existence? The summer 
ofa dormouse.” 

Virginia Woolf $ diaries, like 
her novels, may be caviar to the 


general. Who cares if they don’t 
adhere strictly lo the truth? 

The five volumes constitute 
one of the great maslerprieces 
of 20th-century literature. Her 
outlook on life is intensely 
original. She is an obsessive 
writer, drilled, disciplined. She 
sees the most ordinary sight, an 
old woman crossing a si reel, 
and thinks: “How do I describe 
that in words?” And she does it 
with magic. Malicious, ruth- 
less. cruel, self-centred, her 
diaries are poetical elTusions 
From beginning to end. 

Harold Nicolson'., u>c on the 
contrary pithy and devoid of all 
meanness. They express 
humanity and goodness. Their 
style is urbane, idiosyncratic. 
Always the adept turn of 
phrase. Never for an instant 
boring. They chronicle 
parliamentary, literary and 
social happenings with the 
keenest wit. They excel the 
memoirs of Saint-Simon and 
the journals of the Goncourt 
brothers, being devoid of the 
mischievous gossip of the first j 
and the intellectual odium of 1 
the second. 

So much for these astringent 
and stirring diaries. My top 
favourites however are those 
about, well — nothing much. 1 
admit that Parson Woodfor- 
de's nothingness is too trite and 
monotonous. Bui the nothing- 
ness of Dorothy Wordsworth, 
•Francis Kilverl and Denton 
Welch, three unimportant 
individuals in our country's 
history, enthral me. 

The three are passionate 
observers of nature, country 
ways, places and customs, i 
Dorothy's landscape is stark 
and grey. Fragile and pm upon, 
she slaved for the two most self- 
ish poets of genius it is possible 
to imagine, her brother William 
and Coleridge, anticipating 
and satisfying their material 
and intellectual needs. 

■The Rev Franci* Kilverl was 
not a tragic figure. His diaries 
are chiefly concerned with the 
care of his parishioners and a 
deep love of the Welsh moun- 
tains, flowers, birds and chil- 
dren. especially little girls. The 
descriptions of his treks for 
miles on foot in all seasons are 
intensely evocative. He was 
simple, credulous and an 
upholder of all rural traditions 
— valentines, hot-cross buns 
and the decoration of graves at 
Easter.

Lindqvist. 39 in the world, 
won the first set on a single 
service break by playing consis- 
tent baseline tennis and by taking 
advantage of several volleying 
errors from the aggressive Smith. 

Smith, 54 in the world, turned 
the match around in the II th and 
1 2th games of the second set. 
With the score deadlocked at 5-5. 
the American won six crucial 
points in the next two games by 
coming to the net and challeng- 
ing the Swede. 

Smith, who dominated the 
final set by losing just one game, 
said that her strategy was lo keep 
* coming to the net until Lindq- 
vist’s passing shots cracked 
under pressure. 


Lewis heads star field for Tokyo meet 


TOKYO. Ocl 7. (UPl): 
Americans Carl Lewis. Florence 
Griffith Joyner. Roger Kingdom 
and Jackie Joyner-Kersee, 
Soviets Sergei Bubka and Gen- 
nadiy Avdeenko and Jamaican 
Grace Jackson head a star-stud- 
ded cast of Olympic medallists 
who will bring the 1988 track and 
field season to a close here 
tomorrow. 

A total of 77 athletes from 23 
countries who won 56 medals 
between them at the Olympic 
Games which ended in Seoul on 
Sunday, compete in the Toshiba 
Super International Meet S8, ui 
the National Stadium, built for 
the first Olympics in Asia in 1964. 
Sixteen gold medallists os well as 
130 local athletes are expected to 
compete. 

Record 

The stadium will be the venue 
for the Third World Champion- 
ships in three years, and officials 
say tomorrow's meet will give 
them useful experience in run-, 
ning a major event. 

But one man not running 
tomorrow, although he could be 
back on the track by 1991. is 
Canadian Bert Johnson, who lost 
his Olympic 100 metres title and 
world record of 9.79 seconds 


when he was positively tested for 
steroids in Seoul. 

Ironically, Johnson's season 
began to go wrong when he 
pulled a hamstring in a meet in 
Tokyo in May. He.was originally 
scheduled to race gainst Lewis 
tomorrow in what would have 
been a bumper pay-day for both 
men. 

Now Lewis, who was awarded 
the 100 metres gold medal after 
Johnson's disqualification, will 
face compatriots Calvin Smith, 
the 100 metres bronze medallist 
in Seoul, and Dennis Mitchell, 
who finished fourth. 

“I was very pleased with my 
Olympics," said Lewis today, 
“and 1 am now looking loend my 
season on a high note with 
another good performance." 

Griffith Joyner, who won 
three golds and a silver in the 4 x 
400 metres relay in Seoul as well 
as breaking the 200 metres world 
record twice in one day, runs the 
1 00 metres against former Olym- 
pic champion Evelyn Ashford, 
and former world champion 
Marlies Goehrof East Germany. 

Goehr said today she was retir- 
ing after the meel. bringing a gill- 
edged 1 2-yea r-carecr to a close.

The men's 400 metres only 
includes bronze medallist Danny 
Everett, but that's because gold 
medallist Steve Lewis is running 
against 200 metres gold medallist 
Joe Deloach of the United States 
and bronze medallist Robson da. 
Silva of Brazil in the half-lap 
sprint. •

Stanozolol. banned by the 
International Olympic Commit- 
tee, was found in Johnson's urine 
after his record-breaking 100 
metres win in the Seoul Olym- 
pics. His time was stricken from 
the record books and his gold 
medal was withdrawn.
